PREFACE 



Before passing in brief review the principal features of the 
literary world during 1905 the Editor desires, by way of preface 
to the present Tenth Annual Issue of the Literary Y ear-Book, 
to express his sense of sincere obligation to the many critics 
and correspondents who have assisted him in his task. The 
ninth volume of this Annual, which appeared in December, 
1904, was the first to be published by Messrs. George Routledge 
and Sons, Ltd. The dislocation involved by the transfer of 
ownership within a few months of publication was accountable 
for certain errors of omission and commission, for which much 
regret was felt ; and the Editor, in renewing his apologies for 
their occurrence, is the more grateful for the kind reception 
given in nearly all quarters to the enlarged and revised publica- 
tion produced under those difficulties. In the present volume, 
fixed for publication on December 12, 1905, every effort has 
been made not merely to satisfy the just requirements of critics 
of previous issues, but further to improve the contents and use- 
fulness of the Annual by a more rigorous supervision in all its 
departments. 

The Section dealing with Libraries has been freshly pre- 
pared throughout from information collected by a double 
canvass during the past year, and the Editor desires to express 
his thanks to librarians in all parts of the country who re- 
sponded to his circulars in May and October, and to whose 
cooperation is due whatever measure of accuracy the Section 
now possesses. The Introduction, written by a Public 
Librarian, and discussing subjects of interest common to the 
craft, is a new feature which will, it is hoped, prove acceptable. 

The lists of Publishers, Periodicals, and Societies have 
also been thoroughly revised at first-hand, and the information 
is based in nearly every instance on replies received to circulars. 
In one or two cases, where a repeated requisition failed to evoke 
response, the Editor has been compelled to trust to the par 
ticulars contained in former issues. The lists of Town and 
Country Booksellers have been corrected by publishers 
travellers, as well as by local correspondents, to whom the

PREFACE 



Editor's thanks are due ; and the Directory of Authors 
rests almost without exception, as in former issues, on informa- 
tion supplied by the authors themselves. 

The Index to Current Literature, which was inaugurated 
last year, has been prepared afresh for the present issue on a 
different principle, and by another Bibliographer. Only such 
books are included as have been published in the present cen- 
tury, or the authors of which, though their works belong to 
the last century, are still alive. Thus it aims at providing a 
list of books written in the twentieth century, and of books 
written previously to it by living authors of to-day. Further, 
being arranged under subject-headings, and being in the main 
a list selected with a certain discrimination, it is intended to 
present a Catalogue Raisonn5 of Twentieth-Century 
Literature. Considerable pains have been taken with the 
preparation of this Section, published as a Supplement to 
Part L, but the punctuality essential to an annual is respon- 
sible for some amount of haste in dealing with the material 
for the first time, and future recensions will, it is hoped, be 
yet fuller and more accurate. 

The other contents of the volume do not call for special 
comment in this place ; but the Editor takes this opportunity 
of thanking Mr. C. T. Jacobi and Mr. G. Herbert Thring for 
valuable aid in connection with the typographical section and 
with the information as to the Nobel Prizes. 

Special thanks are due to The Author for its full and sugges- 
tive reviews of the last volume of the Annual. The reviewer 
was, if anything, a trifle too precise about details, such as the 
inclusion of Shen stone's birthday in our calendar, but in this 
particular, and in other respects, a genuine attempt has been 
made to carry out his wishes, directed as they are to the same 
object as our own — the provision of a serviceable annual 
for the use of members of all branches of the literary world. 
In thanking this reviewer and others, the Editor ventures to 
express the hope that credit will be given for his endeavours, 
and indulgence for his mistakes. While no responsibility can 
be taken for unintentional errors in this issue, the Editor will 
be very grateful to correspondents who correct such as may be 
found to have escaped his notice, and who will be good enough 
to point out methods by which the Year-Book may be im- 
proved. 
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We may congratulate Sir Theodore Martin on the celebra- 
tion of his eighty-ninth birthday, and Mr. George Meredith, 
now in his seventy-eighth year, first on his happy recovery 
from the serious accident which befell him in the autumn, and 
secondly on his admission to the fellowship of the Order of 
Merit — an eminent distinction in itself, and the sole honour 
bestowed by the Crown on literature during the last twelve 
months. 

The OBITUARY of the year includes the names of several 
distinguished writers who leave vacant places not merely 
in the hearts of their own friends, but in the ranks of 
Literature. George Macdonald died on September 18 in 
his eighty-first year, after a literary career extending over the 
latter half of the nineteenth century. Jules Verne died 
on March 24, having just completed his seventy-seventh year, 
and having enjoyed the singular fortune of seeing some of the 
marvels which he anticipated in his romances translated into 
solid facts by the more marvellous discoveries of science. Sir 
Wemyss Reid died on February 26, aged sixty-three, leaving 
to journalism a fine record of honourable work. Another 
distinguished journalist and man of letters was Louis 
Frederic Austin, who died on September 18, at the age of 
fifty-three, and who succeeded the late James Payn in his 
charge of the Notebook on the Illustrated London News, and 
who has now been succeeded in his turn by Mr. G. K. Chester- 
ton ; nor can this record of the losses sustained by journalism 
in 1905 omit a reference to the too early death of the Hon. 
Oliver Borthwick, the only son of Lord Glenesk, whose 
career of brilliant promise was of such happy augury for the 
fortunes of the Morning Post, and whose courageous patience 
in his long and painful illness adds to the brightness with which 
his memory is invested. Sir Will am Laird Clowes died in 
August at the age of forty-nine, when his work as a naval 
historian was still incomplete ; and the death of Mr. George 
Lillie Craik in October was mourned not only by his co- 
directors, the Messrs. Macmillan and their clientele, but by all 
who had counted him as friend or host. The death of Lady 
Currie (" Violet Fane ") in October removed a poet and 
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novelist of delicate fancy ; and Guy Boothby, who died on 
February 27, at the age of thirty-seven, was a novelist whose 
fertile brain might eventually have produced more worthy 
work than the popular fiction which he wrote so rapidly and 
so successfully. The obituary of the year further includes 
Prof. D. B. Monro, of Homeric fame, Elizabeth Mary 
Alford, T. Edgar Pemberton, the Rev. Augustus Austin- 
Leigh, and other men and women who are mourned by their 
friends and admirers ; and it may be appropriate in this place 
to mention with deep regret the death of Sir Henry Irving, 
whose professional connection with literature (apart from his 
acting-edition of Shakespeare's plays) is fitly marked by his 
burial near Shakespeare's memorial in Westminster Abbey. 

Among Publishers, Mr. John Murray, junior, has come of 
age, being the fifth of his name to enter the house in Albemarle 
Street, and Mr. Alston Rivers is to be welcomed in the ranks 
of the fraternity. The failure of Mr. Grant Richards was 
announced in November, 1904, and his business has now been 
sold, after protracted negotiations. The purchasers of the 
stocks and copyrights, apart from books removed by their 
authors, are Messrs. A. Moring, Ltd., of the De La More Press, 
who have sold The World's Classics and two smaller series to 
Mr. Henry Frowde, of the Oxford University Press Warehouse. 
This transaction enables a dividend of two shillings in the 
pound to be paid to the creditors, and it is expected that a 
further dividend will be announced early in the new year. 
Announcements have been made of the appearance of Mrs. 
Richards as a publisher, under the style of E. Grant Richards. 

Among Periodicals, we note that The Tribune has been 
registered as a limited company, with a share capital of 
£300,000, none of which will be offered to the public. Mr. 
Franklin Thomasson is Governing Director for life, and 
Mr. L. T. Hobhouse is understood to be the political editor 
of the new Liberal daily newspaper to be started by the Com- 
pany in 1906. The Standard has been acquired by Messrs. 
C. Arthur Pearson, Ltd., who have appointed Mr. H. A. 
Gwynne to the editorship. Mr. Fabian Ware has been 
appointed editor ot The Morning Post in succession to Mr. 
J. Nicol Dunn, who has taken charge of The Manchester Courier. 
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A company has been formed, with Mr. A. H. Hallam Murray 
and Mr. H. Longman on the board, to take over The Publishers 1 
Circular and The English Catalogue. Longman's Magazine 
has suspended publication, to the regret of many admirers of 
the old high-class monthly periodical ; Macmillan's Magazine 
and Temple Ba.' have lowered their price to sixpence ; the new 
editor of The Dublin Review is Mr. Wilfrid Ward ; The Out- 
look has been reconstructed under the direction of Mr. 
Garvin ; London Opinion and To-day have been combined ; 
Good Words and The Sunday Magazine have been transferred 
by Sir Isaac Pitman, Ltd. (the purchasers last year of the 
assets of Messrs. Isbister), to Messrs. Harmsworth, who have 
also acquired The Gentleman's Magazine ; Messrs. George 
Newnes, Ltd., have acquired The Academy, and have ap- 
pointed Mr. P. Anderson Graham to the editorship.

Among Serial Publications, Professor Courthope has 
issued Vol. V. of his History of English Poetry, and the con- 
cluding volume is promised at an early date ; The Times has 
issued Vol. III. of its History of the Boer War ; Vols. L, II., 
III., VII., and VIII. have been published of The Cambridge 
Modern H story in twelve volumes, under the editorship of 
Dr. A. W. Ward, Dr. G. W. Prothero, and Mr. Stanley Leathes, 
as planned by the late Lord Acton ; Messrs. Funk and Wagnalls 
have issued all but one of the twelve volumes of The Jewish 
Encyclopedia ; Messrs. Longmans have announced, and have 
published the first volume of, A Political History of England 
in twelve volumes, edited by the Rev. Dr. Hunt and Dr. Lane 
Poole ; Professor Saintsbury is adding a History of Prosody 
to his History of Criticism ; The Oxford History of Music will 
be completed by the issue at the Clarendon Press of Vol. VI. 
and Vol II. ; and Morley's Life of Gladstone and Harms- 
worth's Encyclopesdia are being published in sixpenny parts. 
Lord Edmond Fitzmaurice's Life of Ea l Granville and 
Mr. E. V. Lucas's Life of Charles Lamb, are, perhaps, the 
most striking biographies of the year, though the Nelson Cen- 
tenary evoked many volumes on its hero, including Mr. Walter 
Sichel's Life of Emma, Lady Hamilton. At the other end of the 
literary scale, the chief feature of the year has been the com- 
petition of publishers to produce libraries of cheap literature, 
amtaining the classics of the world, in handy volumes at one 
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shilling or sixpence each, or even at threepence. Another 
year we hope to be able to include in this Y ear-Book a list of 
the volumes in these libraries, arranged under their titles, 
from which intending purchasers can discover at a glance in 
which series, singular or plural, the book they want is included. 
Here we may refer to the names of some of the series, which 
comprise in alphabetical order : The Bibelots, the Broadway 
Booklets, the Cameo Classics, the Carlton Classics, Cassell's 
National Library, Collins's Illustrated Pocket Novels, the 
Coronation Classics, the Harmsworth Library, Heinemann's 
Favourite Classics, The King's Classics, Lane's New Pocket 
Library, Methuen's Standard Library (edited for a few weeks 
by Mr. Sidney Lee), The Muses' Library, Nelson's New Century 
Library, Newnes's Pocket and Thin-Paper Classics, the Oxford 
Bijou Editions and Miniature Poets, the Red Letter Library, 
Routledge's New Universal Library, the St Martin's Library, 
the Scott Library, Seeley's Illustrated Pocket Library, the 
various Temple series, the Waistcoat Pocket Classics, The 
World's Classics, and the York Library. May we add in this 
place, though it is no part of our business to discuss tendencies 
in taste, that the suggestive and growing eroticism in the new 
fiction of the year is a feature which cannot escape attention. 

In the Bookselling Business, the railway-bookstalls on 
the North- Western and Great Western lines pass on January i 
into the hands of the new contractors, Messrs. Wyman and 
Sons, Ltd., the Government printers, for a period of ten years, 
thus interrupting a monopoly which Messrs. W. H. Smith and 
Son have held for more than half a century. Messrs. Smith are 
understood to be taking steps to open book-shops in a large 
number of the towns where they have hitherto been repre- 
sented at the railway-stations, and the public will watch with 
particular interest this change of contract in a service on which 
their comfort and convenience so much depend. The Times 
Book Club in New Bond Street, with its City depot, and the 
later and similar facilities offered to readers of The Standard, 
have attracted considerable interest by the boldness of the 
programme initiated by The Times newspaper. The Associ- 
ated Booksellers and the Publishers' Association are under- 
stood to be watching the possible effect of such enterprises on 
the ' net '-book system, as well as on trade prospects as a whole. 
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The offer of The Times includes not merely the use of a circu- 
lating-library, free to subscribers to the newspaper, but like- 
wise the opportunity of purchasing books at various reduced 
prices, corresponding to a calculation of values determined 
by the library staff, according to length of use ; and the pro- 
prietors are understood to be ready to devote a very large sum 
of money to the experiment, which further binds the publishers 
from whom they purchase books to spend a certain percentage 
of the money derived from such sales on advertisements in 
The Times newspaper. It is far too early at this stage to 
attempt any forecast of the future of this scheme. Its success 
from the point of view of the public depends on the ability of 
The Times (already, apparently, over-estimated) to cope with 
the immense demand which its offer has invited, and its 
influence, prejudicial or otherwise, on the retail bookseller is, 
at present, entirely a matter of conjecture. 

The general record is one of a revival of trade, marked by 
almost feverish activity in many directions, and by a develop- 
ment along certain lines which will be watched through the 
coming year with considerable attention.

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LAW AND LETTERS 



We begin with a sketch of the law of copyright, including 
the right of public representation of dramatic and musical 
pieces. After dealing with the law as it is, with due regard 
to the cases decided in the course of the past year, we shall 
refer to the subject of law reform. We shall then discuss 
the relations of authors and publishers, and shall conclude 
with a brief consideration of the usual clauses in agree- 
ments ordinarily entered into between author and publisher, 
explaining where necessary their use and application.

L LAW OF COPYRIGHT 

It is convenient to deal separately with the law ex- 
clusively regarding the United Kingdom or Home copy- 
right, and with Colonial and International copyrights. 

HOME COPYRIGHT 

The heads under which the law treats the subject-matter 
are as follows : 

1. Books. 

2. Dramatic pieces. 

3. Musical compositions. 

4. Lectures. 

5. Engravings and other works of the same kind. 

6. Fine arts, including paintings, drawings, and photo- 
graphs. 

7. Sculpture.

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The law consists partly of common law principles, and 
partly of statute law, which is contained in the provisions 
of the several Acts of Parliament, which are next stated in 
order of date, with their titles, namely :

Unpublished Matter 

As regards any of the above subject-matter which has 
not been published, the author or owner has by the common 
law an absolute right, so long as it remains unpublished, 
to prevent the publication of any copy of it. 

The communication to others in a limited way or on 
the faith that there will not be publication, what may be 
termed " private publication," does not destroy such right. 
For example, communication by sending a letter, or by 
delivering an address to a limited audience, or communica- 
tion made to an employ6 in the course of his employment, 
is not publication in the legal sense.

L Copyright in Books 
Generally 

This copyright endures for the life of the author and 
seven years after his death, or for forty- two years from 
the date of publication, whichever is the longer, but, in 
the case of a book published after the author's death, for 
forty- two years from the date of publication. The term 
" book " includes every volume, part or division of a 
volume, pamphlet, sheet of letterpress, sheet of music, 
map, chart, or plan, separately published ; and under one 
or other of these heads protection has been extended to 
maps, newspapers, compilations of various kinds — e.g., 
directories and catalogues, annotations of standard works, 
new editions with substantial alterations and additions, 
and even verbatim reports of speeches (see Walter v. Lane, 
the case of the Times report of Lord Rosebery's speech). 

Encyclopaedias and Periodicals 

As regards literary work contributed to encyclopaedias 
or periodical or serial productions " on the terms that the 
copyright shall belong to the publisher or proprietor," 
the copyright in all such work becomes the property of the 
publisher or proprietor, subject, however, to the following 
qualification in the case of contributions to periodicals : 
After twenty-eight years from first publication the right 
of separate publication reverts to the author, and endures 
for the remainder of the full term of copyright, and during 
the twenty-eight years the publisher or proprietor may not 
publish them separately without the author's consent. 

The contract between the contributing author and the 
publisher or proprietor of the periodical work need not 
be in writing, nor is an express agreement that the copy- 
right shall belong to the latter necessary. In an ordinary 
case an agreement " that the copyright shall belong to 
the publisher or proprietor " may be inferred from the 
mere employment and payment of the author (so decided 
by the House of Lords in Lawrence &* Btdlen v. Aflalo &* 
Cook). But an author may specially reserve the right of 
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separate publication of any contributed work, and he will 
then be entitled to the copyright in it when published 
separately at any time, but without prejudice to the right 
of the proprietor or publisher to copyright in the produc- 
tion of which it formed part. 

Conditions for Acquiring Copyright 

1. The book must be published in the United Kingdom. 

2. The book must not have been previously published. 

It may be published contemporaneously — e.g., in 
the United States. 

Territorial Extent 

The right extends to the United Kingdom and to every 
part of the British dominions. 

Presentation to Libraries 

One complete copy of every edition of every book 
published (unless a new edition is a mere reissue without 
change) must be delivered gratuitously by the publisher 
(i) to the British Museum without demand ; and on de- 
mand in writing to (2) the Bodleian Library, Oxford ; 
(3) the Cambridge University Library ; (4) the Advocates' 
Library, Edinburgh ; and (5) the Library of Trinity College, 
Dublin. Default exposes the publisher to a £5 penalty. 

Registration of Books 

The law provides for the keeping of a register at 
Stationers' Hall, for inspection by the public, and the 
issue of stamped and certified copies of entries which 
can be given in evidence ; and, in order to protect his 
right, the owner of the copyright must register in the 
prescribed form (fee five shillings). 

No proceedings can be taken before registration, but 
after registration all infringements may be sued for, whether 
they took place before or after registration, unless the 
action is barred by time. 
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As regards encyclopaedias and periodicals or serial pro- 
ductions (including newspapers), the date of publication 
of the first volume, number, or part must be registered.

Assignment of Right 

A registered owner may assign his interest, or any portion 
of his interest, by entry on the register. An assignment 
made otherwise must be in writing. 

Infringements of Copyright 
These are committed — 

1. By publication in the United Kingdom of an un- 
authorized edition, or importation for sale of foreign 
reprints, of a copyright work — i.e., literary piracy. 

2. By the illegitimate appropriation of another's literary 
labour— i.e., literary larceny. 

Remedies for infringement 

The statute law gives an action for damages for — 

1. Unlawful printing. 

2. Importing unlawfully printed books for sale or hire. 

3. Knowingly selling, or publishing, or exposing for sale 
or hire, or possessing for sale or hire, unlawfully printed or 
imported books. 

It also provides for the seizure of unlawfully imported 
books by the Customs, and for offenders being fined upon 
conviction. 

It gives the property in pirated copies to the registered, 
proprietor of the copyright. 

He may also sue for an injunction to restrain infringe- 
ment of his copyright. 

Limitations of Actions 

Any such actions as above must be brought within 
twelve months after the offence. 
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Other Remedies 

The common law treats sale of a work under the name 
and title of another man or another man's work, so as to 
deceive the public, as a fraud, and the offender is liable 
to an action, and may be restrained by injunction. There 
is no special period of limitation of such action.

Infringement and Fair Use 

Fair use may be made even of copyright works of other 
authors in the composition or compilation of new books, 
but the new work must be substantially the result of 
independent labour and research. Thus the text for a 
new edition of old MSS. in the British Museum must not 
be copied from an existing copyright edition, but from the 
MSS. (Parry v. Moring, the case of the letters of Dorothy 
Osborne). Dramatization of novels is not an infringe- 
ment of copyright, but copies of the words of the play may 
infringe the copyright in the novel (Warne v. Seebohm, 
the case of " Little Lord Fauntleroy"), and the law requires 
a copy of every play produced to be sent to the Lord Cham- 
berlain. An abridgement may or may not be an infringe- 
ment of copyright, according to the use made of the original 
work. 

Immoral Books 

There is no copyright in matter which is— 

1. Immoral. 

2. Irreligious. 

3. Seditious or libellous. 

4. Fraudulent — i.e., professing to be what it is not in 
such a manner as to be a fraud upon purchasers. 

II. Copyright in Dramatic Pieces 

This copyright comprises two separate rights, the first 
dealing with copyright in the author's work as written 
matter, and the second with the copyright in such work 
as represented on the stage or otherwise to the public. 
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(a) Right of Publication in Print 

The law is the same as that of copyright in books (ante, 
q.v.). 

(b) Right of Public Performance 

The exclusive right of public performance of dramatic 
pieces, sometimes called playright, endures for forty-two 
years from the first public representation, or for the life 
of the author and seven years after his death, whichever 
is the longer. Such representation must be given in the 
United Kingdom. 

Registration 

Registration is not necessary in order to take proceedings 
for infringement. 

Assignment or License 

Writing of the author or his agent is necessary. An 
assignment of copyright in the printed book does not 
transfer the right of performance, unless such assignment 
is registered with a statement of the intention to do so, 
or unless the right is clearly conveyed by an unregistered 
assignment. 

Remedies for Infringement 

Every unauthorized representation of a dramatic piece 
exposes the offender to a statutory penalty of forty shillings 
or full damages, and to an action for an injunction to 
restrain the infringement of right. 

Limitation of Actions 

All actions or proceedings must be brought within twelve 
months after the offence. 

III. Copyright in Musical Compositions 

This copyright is analogous to the copyright in dramatic 
pieces, and in like manner comprises — 

1. Right of publication in print. 

2. Right of public performance. 
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i. Right of Publication in Print 

The law is the same as that of copyright in books 
(ante, q.v.), except in the following particulars : It has 
been decided that perforated music sheets for use in a 
mechanical piano or organ are not copies of music, and 
copyright gives no protection against the reproduction 
of music in this manner (Boosey v. Whight, music for an 
yEolian organ). 

In addition to the same remedies for infringement of 
copyright as in the case of books, in the case of music a 
constable now has power, by order of a magistrate or on 
the written request of the owner of the copyright, to seize 
pirated copies, and the magistrate may order their destruc- 
tion or delivery up (2 Edward VII., c. 15), but only after 
service of a summons on the hawker or other offender 
(exparte Francis). A Bill with more stringent provisions, 
providing for the arrest of offenders in public places and 
empowering a magistrate to issue search warrants and to 
authorize seizure of copies and plates of pirated music, 
and to order their forfeiture and destruction, after the 
offender has been summoned and convicted, or if he was 
unknown or could not be found after two months from the 
order, was introduced last session, and was down for con- 
sideration as amended by the Standing Committee when 
dropped. 

2. Right of Public Performance 

The law is the same as that of playright (see ante), 
except in the following particulars : A note of the reser- 
vation of the right of public performance must be printed 
on tne title-page of every copy of a musical compo- 
sition, in order to preserve the exclusive right of public 
performance. 

Instead of the penalty of forty shillings for every un- 
authorized performance, the penalty and the costs are in 
the discretion of the court. 
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IV. Copyright in Lectures 

(a) By the Lectures Copyright Act, 1835, the author or 
his assign has the sole right of printing and publishing a 
lecture, notwithstanding delivery. This copyright endures 
for the longer of the two periods of twenty-eight years 
and the life of the author. 

Conditions for Acquiring Copyright 

Notice in writing of the intended lecture must be given 
to two justices two days before delivering it. The statute 
does not apply to a lecture delivered in a University or 
public school or college, or on any public foundation, or 
under any gift or endowment. 

Remedies for Infringement 

Action under the statute for penalties and forfeiture for 
unlawful printing, and for knowingly selling or publishing, 
or exposing for sale, unlawfully printed lectures. 

(b) By the Copyright Act, 1842, a lecture will be pro- 
tected as a " book " (see ante) if it is first published in print. 

. ' ■ 

Publication 

Delivery of a lecture for the instruction or amusement 
of a particular audience is not true publication, so as to 
make it public property; it is only "private publication," 
and the author retains his right in it as unpublished matter. 

* 

V. Copyright in Engravings and the Like 

This copyright endures for twenty-eight years from the 
first publishing. The subject-matter includes any print 
invented or designed, graved, etched, or worked in mezzo- 
tints or chiaroscuro, or lithographed by the author, or 
reproduced at his instance by any of such methods from 
the author's work, design, or invention, or from any 
picture, drawing, model, or sculpture. 
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Conditions for Acquiring Copyright 

The print must be engraved in Great Britain, but the 
engraver need not be British. 

The day of first publication, with the name of the pro- 
prietor, must be engraved on each plate, and printed on 
every print. : . 

No registration is required. 

Licensed Reproductions 

. • • • 

The written consent of the proprietor, attested by two 
witnesses, is necessary. 

Remedies for Infringement 

Action for damages in respect of copying and selling 
without the proper consent, or printing, reprinting, or 
importing for sale, any copyright print, or knowingly 
publishing or exposing for sale unlawfully printed copies, 
or causing others to do any of these things. 

Action for Penalties. — Five shillings for every print in 
the offender's possession, and forfeiture of the plate and 
all prints. 

Action for injunction to restrain infringement. 

Limitation of Actions 

The penalty must be sued for within six months after 
the offence, and three months after discovering it, and is 
recoverable by summary proceedings. , 

VI. Copyright in Paintings, Drawings, and Photo- 
graphs — Fine Arts Copyright 

This copyright endures for the life of the artist, and 
seven years after his death. 

The subject-matter includes original paintings and draw- 
ings and the designs of such, and original photographs and 
the negatives. 

The copyright in a photograph done to the sitter's order 
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belongs to the sitter, even though the negative remains 
the property of the photographer (Boucas v. Cooke, the 
boy preacher's case). 

Conditions for Acquiring Copyright 

The author must be a British subject or resident within 
the British dominions. 

If the work is sold or executed on commission, the 
artist loses the copyright, unless he reserves his right and 
the purchaser signs an agreement for the purpose ; but the 
purchaser does not get the copyright in a work sold to him, 
unless the artist signs an agreement to this effect. 

Territorial Extent 

This copyright extends to the whole of the United 
Kingdom, but not to any part of the British dominions 
outside (Graves v. Gorrie, unlicensed reproduction in 
Canada of copies of an English copyright picture). 

Registration 

The Fine Arts Copyright Act, 1862, provides for the 
keeping of a register at Stationers' Hall, and prescribes 
registration of the proprietor of the copyright and other 
particulars. The provisions as to inspection, etc., are the 
same as for the register of books (ante, q.v.). No action 
will lie for any infringement or offence committed before 
registration. 

Assignment of Right 

Assignments and licenses must be in writing. Assign- 
ments have to be registered. 

Remedies for Infringement 

Action for penalties — up to £10 for every offence, with 
forfeiture of piratical copies and negatives — in respect of 
repeating or copying for sale, hire, or exhibition and 
distribution, or knowingly importing, selling, publishing 
unlawful copies, or causing any such thing to be done. 
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Action for damages, with forfeiture of piratical copies, 
in respect of the same matters. 

Action for injunction to restrain future infringements. 
Penalties and forfeitures may be enforced by action or 
summarily. 

Limitation of Actions 
There is no special limitation. 

VII. Copyright in Sculptures 

This copyright endures for fourteen years from the first 
putting forth or publishing the sculpture, with a further 
fourteen years if the sculptor shall be living at the end 
of that time. The subject-matter includes new and 
original sculptures, models, copies, or casts. 

Condition for Acquiring Copyright 

Name of proprietor, with the date, must be put on before 
publication. 

Transfer of Right 

A deed, signed by the proprietor and attested by two 
witnesses, is required. 

Remedies for Infringement 
Action for damages. 

Limitation of Actions 

Actions must be brought within six months after the 
offence. 



We now pass to 

COLONIAL COPYRIGHT 

The law is contained in the following statutes : 

10 & 11 Vict., c. 95 — The Colonial Copyright Act, 1847, 
sometimes called the Foreign Reprints Act. 
38 & 39 Vict., c. 53 — The Canada Copyright Act, 1875. 
49 & 50 Vict., c. 33 — International Copyright Act, 1886. 
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Admission of Foreign Reprints 

By the first-named Act the provisions of the Imperial 
legislation against the importation and sale of foreign 
reprints of English copyright books may be suspended by 
Order in Council in colonies which make legislative pro- 
visions for protecting the rights of British authors. It 
appears that nineteen colonies obtained the benefit of this 
Act, but so far as the protection of British writers is 
concerned, the Act has proved a failure, the sums remitted 
from the colonies for their benefit being insignificant. 

Canadian Law 

The Canada Copyright Act, 1875, gives Imperial sanction 
to the provisions of an Act of the Canadian Parliament 
putting the law of copyright in Canada on an independent 
basis, but prohibits the importation of Canadian reprints 
of English copyright books. 

The Canadian Act enables the author of a literary or 
artistic work domiciled in Canada, or in any part of the 
British possessions, or being a citizen of any country, 
having an international copyright treaty with the United 
Kingdom, to obtain copyright in Canada for twenty-eight 
years, by publication or republication in Canada under 
certain specified conditions. This copyright is in addition 
to and concurrent with English copyright under English 
law. 

Right of Colonial Productions to English 

Copyright 

The English Copyright Acts apply to a literary or artistic 
work first produced in a British possession by virtue of the 
International Copyright Act, 1886; but the provisions as 
to registration of copyright will not apply where there is 
a colonial register, and no copies of a colonial book need 
be given to any public library. 

Right of Colonial Productions to International 

Copyright 

See infra. 
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INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT 

This depends upon the provisions of the International 
Copyright Acts, 1844 to 1886, the Berne Convention of 
1887, as modified in 1896, and the Orders in Council 
adopting it. 

The principal Acts are the International Copyright Acts 
of 1844 and 1886, 7 & 8 Vict., c. 12, and 49 & 50 Vict., 

c 33. 

The Copyright Union 

The Berne Convention aims at securing reciprocity of 
copyright on uniform lines. It applies to most of the 
great countries of Europe and to Japan, but not to Austria 
and Hungary, or to Russia or Turkey, and the contracting 
States are called the Copyright Union. It is provided that 
other countries may accede to the Convention. 

Term of Copyright 

The author of any literary or artistic work first pro- 
duced in a country of the Copyright Union will have 
throughout the King's dominions the same copyright as 
if the work had been first produced in the United Kingdom, 
and during the same period, but not any greater right or 
longer term of copyright than that enjoyed in the country 
where it is produced. 

This applies also to works already enjoying copyright 
in a foreign country when the Berne Convention was 
adopted, with a saving clause as to valuable rights or 
interests arising from the prior production of any work 
in the United Kingdom. 

" Rights " means strictly legal rights; " interest," such 
an interest as arises from any investment of capital or 
skill. 

Territorial Extent of Right 

The right extends throughout the countries which are 
parties to the Copyright Union, and their colonies or 
foreign possessions, if a country has declared itself a party 
in respect of its colonies. 
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Remedy for Infringement Abroad 



An English author desiring to stop infringement of his 
copyright in a foreign country must pursue his remedy 
in the foreign court. 



Neither registration of the work nor the deposit of any 
copy will be required of a work produced in a foreign 
country in the Copyright Union. 



The exclusive right of translating or authorizing trans- 
lations is given to authors belonging to one of the countries 
of the Union ; but if after ten years an authorized English 
translation of a foreign work has not been produced, the 



ten years a translation of the work of an English author 
has not been produced in any country in the Copyright 
Union, his right of translation ceases. 



International Copyright in the Colonies 

Works produced in India or the colonies enjoy copyright 
in the countries in the Copyright Union. 

Countries Outside the Copyright Union 

There is a separate convention between Austria and 
Hungary and the United Kingdom on the same lines as 
the Berne Convention. 



English authors can now obtain copyright for their 
literary and artistic productions in the United States 
under the Chace Act of 1891 and the President's 
proclamation; but as regards books and photographs, 
chromos and lithographs, two copies, which are required 
to be sent to the Librarian of Congress, have to be " printed

Copyright in the United States 
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from type set within the limits of the United States, or 
from plates made therefrom, or from negatives or draw- 
ings on stone made within the limits of the United States, 
or from transfers made therefrom," so that an English 
author must publish his work simultaneously in the United 
Kingdom and in the United States. 

An American author, in order to obtain copyright in 
England, must publish in England and the United States 
simultaneously. 



The last land-mark is still the exhaustive Report of the 
Royal Commission on Copyright presented in 1878, and 
in the interval the Legislature has not dealt compre- 
hensively with any part of the subject except International 
Copyright. 



reported a Bill relating to literary copyright, after taking 
evidence in 1898 and 1899, and the Bill was introduced in 
1900. It would, if carried, codify the law in substance 
on the lines recommended in 1878. The most important 
provisions are as follows : 

Copyright is made to expressly include abridgements, 
translations, novelizations of dramas, dramatization of 
novels, and adaptations of music. It would endure for 
the author's life and thirty years after the year of his 
death — alike for books, lectures, and performing rights. 

Contributors of articles to periodicals, instead of having 
to wait twenty-eight years for the right of separate publica- 
tion, will acquire it in two years. Newspaper proprietors 
will be entitled for eighteen hours to the exclusive right 
of publishing foreign news obtained specially for them, 
thus making " news," independently of the form in which 
it is conveyed, the subject of copyright. 



LAW REFORM

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II. AUTHOR, PUBLISHER, AND AGENT 

In the foregoing paragraphs a brief exposition has been 
given of the law which governs the barter of literary 
property. Author and publisher should know the essential 
facts of copyright law, if for no other reason than because 
a lawyer is seldom or never called in to draft an agreement 
between these parties. The assistance of the law is in- 
voked in almost every similar relation. In buying or 
leasing a house a man would be extremely ill-advised 
if he failed to consult his solicitor, but in buying or leasing 
a book the publisher is content to rely on his printed 
forms of agreement (varying between different publishers 
but very slightly in wording), which he exchanges with 
the author, and which either party should have stamped 
at Somerset House. 

General Considerations 

We propose now to consider what kinds of agreement 
these are, but before we discuss their clauses in detail a 
few general observations may be made. Between the 
writing and the publication of a book a large number of 
processes intervene. First of all, a publisher must be 
found ; next, the terms of publication must be arranged ; 
and, thirdly, the publisher's task now properly begins. 
Here it may fairly be urged that authors are apt to under- 
estimate the share due to a publisher in the successful 
production of their books. It is not merely that he employs 
the printers and the binders, thus taking the responsibility 
of format and of taste ; his generic function consists in 
the distribution of the book, when published, by means 
of travellers and advertisement and other agencies of sale. 
All the business side of the transaction falls on him ; he 
is the intermediary between his own bookshelves and the 
public. The complicated questions of trade discounts, 
travellers' commissions, booksellers' terms, and so forth, 
have all to be dealt with by the publisher, who must at 
the same time be a man of some literary attainments, 
inasmuch as his operations extend from the manuscript 
of the author — or, rather, as it should always be, from 
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the " copy " fresh from the typewriter— to the last ramifica- 
tions of selling the published book. 

Till a few years ago there was no recognised intermediary 
between the author and the publisher, and in those more 
spacious days of less specialized functions the publisher was 
often his own printer and his own bookbinder as well. 
Messrs. William Blackwood and Sons, Edinburgh, are among 
the few houses of old standing who preserve that tradition 
to this day. The tendency of the present day, however, is 
to narrow the publisher's sphere more and more to the 
business side. A class of literary agents has arisen who 
have taken the literary side of publishers' work more and 
more out of the hands of the publishers. Under these 
conditions the modern author rarely brings his book direct 
to the publisher's office. He tends to commit it to an 
agent, who is supposed to represent his interests, and whose 
business it becomes to find a suitable publisher, and to 
arrange on the author's behalf fair terms of publication. 
In this tendency of things two obvious facts must be noted : 
first, the publishers lose touch with the authors whose 
works they bring out, and by a kind of reaction, or, rather, 
of circular action, the publisher, who was at first alleged 
to have his own interests more at heart than the author's, 
is now likely to be driven by the agents into assuming that 
position as a natural consequence of the fact that the 
agent is always liable to ask rather more than he expects. 
Secondly, a great responsibility rests on the literary agents ; 
and, presuming for a moment that they are quite as human 
as the publishers, to whose alleged excesses on the baser 
side of humanity the agents owe their origin, the question 
may begin to arise, Who will protect the author against 
the rapacity of the agent ? At least, it may be said that 
the author, in acknowledging his incompetence to conduct 
his own affairs, and in entrusting them accordingly to a 
literary agent, may discover in the end that he is not 
well advised in destroying — irreparably, as it would seem — 
the old-fashioned mutual confidence which lent so much 
attractiveness to the literary history of the nineteenth 
century, and which was not without its influence for good 
on the history of that literature. 
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The Agency Clause 

Certainly the author should be warned against a clause, 
sometimes introduced into agents' agreements, which 
requires him to pay the agent a commission, not merely 
on the book under discussion, but on future books which 
the author may write during a stated term of years. Cases 
have not been unknown in which, when one book has 
been launched with more of promise than of profit in its 
record, the publisher has suggested to the author the 
exact lines and scope on which a second book should be 
written in order to insure a striking success. And when 
all the preliminaries have been settled, and the author 
and publisher together have arranged for the production 
ol a book for their joint and mutual advantage, the agent 
has then intervened under a clause in his first agreement, 
and has claimed a commission on the proceeds of the 
book in which from start to finish he had no part nor 
parcel. This strikes us as an excessive price to pay for 
the agent's first service, and as distinctly unfair to author 
and publisher alike. Indeed, we would go further than 
this, and urge that an agent's work stands for all practical 
purposes on the same level as a solicitor's. He is called 
in by the author to carry through certain negotiations, 
and at the close of these negotiations he should be required 
to send m his bill. There should be a scale of fees for his 
work, beginning with a very low fee for the work, which he 
most commonly has to perform, of tying up the parcels 
of manuscript with fresh paper and string as they return 
to him from successive publishers. He should in no case, 
or in only the most exceptional cases, be entitled to deduct 
a percentage from the author's profits in the form of a 
commission on the agent's preliminary work in finding a 
publisher for the book and in arranging the terms of publica- 
tion. The " agency clause " in particular, which entitles 
the agent to collect and receive all monies due under 
the terms of this agreement," and which acknowledges 
the agent's receipt as a good and valid discharge, should 
be signed only with the utmost caution. It ties the 
author to the agent through the whole career of the book ; 
it effectually prevents that rapprochement between the 
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author and the publisher, and the renewal of the tradition 
of a personal relationship after the first introduction is 
effected, which is so much to the interest of both parties, 
and it requires, in our opinion, grave reconsideration at 
the hands of authors and their friends. There is, of course, 
the argument that it saves authors the trouble of business 
proceedings, but this argument may be pushed too far. 
Harold Skimpole seldom takes to authorship, and English- 
men who write rarely differ from the majority of their 
countrymen in preferring to manage their own affairs. 
There is the publisher, too, to be considered, as the " father- 
in-law," so to speak, of the author's offspring or book. 
Most reputable publishers argue that the " agency clause " 
acts as a deterrent to that whole-hearted co-operation 
with the author and that mutual confidence and harmony 
which are at the bottom of commercial success. 

Four Kinds of Agreement 

Whether effected directly or by means of an agent, the 
agreement between author and publisher may take one 
of four forms. It may be (i) a royalty agreement, in 
which the publisher takes all the costs and risk of produc- 
tion, and pays the author a certain percentage on every 
copy of the book sold ; (2) a profit-sharing agreement, in 
which the author and publisher divide the net profits of 
the book ; (3) a sale outright of the copyright by the 
author to the publisher ; or (4) a commission agreement, 
which is more or less exactly the reverse of a royalty 
agreement — the author, that is to say, pays all the costs 
of production, and pays the publisher a commission in 
the form of a percentage on the sales effected. 

Commissioning the Publisher 

This last form of agreement is perhaps the simplest, 
though for more than one reason it is the most unpopular 
with publishers. We shall not be stating these reasons 
unfairly if we say that some of them are disinterested 
and others, perhaps, a little interested. The commission 
book, if it is successiul, certainly does not pay the publisher 
as well as a royalty book. But apart from this, the 
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publisher naturally feels considerably less interest in 
undertaking it, inasmuch as the whole initiative is taken 
out of his hands, and he has to receive the author's sanction 
for every pennyworth of expenditure upon the book, and 
further, to justify such expenditure to the author, who 
may be difficult to convince or even hard of understanding, 
with the consequence that commission books, especially 
when only a small sale is expected, are often regarded by 
publishers as involving more trouble than they are worth, 
and are, indeed, usually declined, except in rare cases, by 
the best firms. 

In entering on a memorandum of agreement for the 
publication of a book on commission, to take this fourth 
and simplest form first, such memorandum should be sent 
by the publisher accompanied, in every instance, by an 
estimate for producing the requisite number of copies of 
the book under discussion, to form one volume or more 
of approximately so many sheets of sixteen pages in such 
and such a size of paper. This estimate should state the 
rate and amount of the following items : 

1. Composition per sheet. 

2. Paper per ream. 

3. Machining per ream. 

4. Moulding or stereotyping, per sheet, if required. 

5. Binding, per copy or per 100 copies. 
Allowances should also be made for : 

6. Illustrations, if required. 

7. The brass blocks or letterings required by the 
binder. 

8. The reader's time spent on proofs and revises. 

9. Corrections, per hour. 

10. Insurance, per £100. 

11. Advertisements, which should be charged to the 
author at scale prices as ordered by him for insertion in 
papers of his selection. 

Based on this estimate, the memorandum will witness 
that " in consideration of the payment by the author to 
the publisher of the amount of the estimate hereinafter 
appearing, the receipt of which sum is hereby acknowledged, 
the publishers hereby agree to print, publish, advertise, 
and sell a first edition of a number to be agreed upon of 
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the work written by the author, and entitled . . . and 
to pay to the author the sale profits thereof as herein- 
after provided and calculated, and according to the terms 
hereinafter contained." 

The first clause of the agreement will then provide that 
the publishers shall produce the work in one volume or 
more, and shall warehouse the bound and quire stock, 
and shall deliver the usual press copies, and shall account 
to the author for every copy produced, annually or semi- 
annually, as may be agreed. 

The second clause will deal with the method of calcu- 
lating the sale proceeds. Copies sold in the United 
Kingdom at the regular trade prices are most commonly 
accounted for to the author at two-thirds of the full pub- 
lished price, thirteen copies being reckoned as twelve, 
less a discount of 10 per cent. This calculation is reached 
by taking the lowest prices charged by the publishers 
to wholesale booksellers and exporters. We may remark 
here, in reference to this form of agreement, as well as 
to the three others, that the words " thirteen copies being 
reckoned as twelve " have proved very frequently a 
stumbling-block to authors and to the partisans of authors' 
rights. It is equivalent, of course, to a loss to the author 
of about eight and a quarter copies of his book in every 
hundred copies sold, and in making a commission- agree- 
ment especially, the author may feel disposed to resent 
this apparent extortion on the part of the publishers.. But 
the reply from the publishers' point of view is perfectly 
simple : he has in a very large number of cases to supply 
the trade — i.e., booksellers and exporters — on these terms. 
And it would be especially unfair to him in a commission- 
agreement that he should account to the author for copies as 
sold which he has actually supplied as odd or thirteenth copies. 

A second section of this first clause which we are dis- 
cussing will provide that stereotype plates and copies sold 
for the American, Indian, and Colonial markets at reduced 
prices will be calculated at the amounts actually received 
for them, and the same method of calculation will apply 
to copies sold in the United Kingdom or elsewhere by 
auction or privately to a dealer at reduced prices, or by 
way of remainder.

The further clauses necessary for such an agreement 
commonly run as follows. Our comments, where neces- 
sary, are made in smaller type : 

" 3. That the Publishers shall not make any charges 
for their expenses of bookings packings telegrams and 
postages or any other ordinary publishing expenses in 
connection with the sale of the said book and that only 
the actual postages on Provincial and Foreign Press 
Copies (where paid) shall be charged. 

" 4. That the Copyright and Plant of the book shall be 
the property of the Author. 

"5. That the Author shall not be deprived of his share 
of the sale-proceeds of any copies sold the purchase money 
whereof shall not be paid to the Publishers. 

" 6. That the manner of Production Publication Sale 

and Advertisement of the said work shall in the absence 

of express agreement to the contrary lie wholly within the 

discretion of the Publishers. 

This description covers the choice of type, selection of binding, 
arrangements with the trade, and suggestions as to methods of pushing 
the sale. The author should make up his mind very carefully before- 
hand how far he wishes to have a voice in these matters. 

" 7. That the Author shall give the Publishers six 
calendar months' notice in writing before he remove the 
publication of the book from them. 

" 8. That the Publishers shall be entitled to a commission 
of ten per centum on all sale proceeds and to a commission 
of five per centum on all advertisements of the book put 
out by them but that such advertisements shall invariably 
be charged at the scale prices of the respective papers and 
journals. : 

" 9. That the Publishers shall annually make up as at 
the thirtieth of June the accounts of each year and shall 
render the same to the Author within three months there- 
from and shall at the same .time pay over any balance 
which may be found due to the Author. 

It is better that these accounts should be rendered semi-annually, 
but we print the clause in the form in which it is commonly found. 

" 10. That the Publishers' Day-books and Ledgers 
shall be open to the inspection of the Author either per- 
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sonally or by agent at any reasonable time after notice 
given in writing. 

"xx. That the Author shall be responsible for any 
action of Libel or of Infringement of Copyright arising out 
of the publication of the said work and shall indemnify 
and reimburse the Publishers for any damages cost or 
charges which they may reasonably incur or be called 
upon to pay in respect thereof. 

" 12. That the Author shall be entitled on publication 
of the book to twelve copies without any charge on the 
part of the Publishers and to any further copies required 
at two- thirds the published price (thirteen copies being 
reckoned as twelve) subject to a further discount of ten 
per centum (if cash accompany the order) such further 
copies to appear as sales in the Publishers' accounts." 

The author is obviously entitled to buy his books at the lowest trade 
terras. 

Sale of Copyright 

Next in order we may take the sale-of-copyright agree- 
ment, in which the author is paid for his work on the book 
by a lump sum for the copyright. Such an agreement 
conveys the copyright of the book, and vests it in the 
publisher on publication. There is usually a time-clause 
as to the date at which the complete manuscript is to be 
delivered to the publisher, and there is likewise a clause 
prohibiting the author from writing or publishing any 
similar book on the same subject. This clause must be 
taken for what it is worth. From our foregoing exposi- 
tion of the law governing copyright, it will readily be 
gathered that it is difficult to state precisely what degree 
of similarity between any two books constitutes an in- 
fringement by the one of the copyright of the other. If 
author and publisher signing this clause have reason to 
mistrust each other, the points of likeness covered by the 
prohibition should be expressly specified, a condition 
which can readily be fulfilled in some instances, such as 
those of books of a highly technical nature, where, indeed, 
the clause requires real significance. 

The most important clause in such an agreement from. 
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the author's point of view, and to a less extent from the 
publisher's, is the sum to be paid in purchase of the book 
and rights therein. It is quite impossible for us to give 
information of any value whatsoever as a guide to authors 
in this matter. The opinion may be hazarded, however, 
that the multiplication of would-be authors during the 
last ten or fifteen years has created a kind of " slump " 
in certain markets. This will be found by aspirants to 
be particularly true of what publishers call the juvenile 
market. Stories of adventure and stories of a Sunday- 
school or goody-goody type for girls or children command, 
at this moment, we believe, very low prices, especially 
from new authors. We are probably not far from the 
mark in conjecturing that a first offer for such a work 
would vary from £15 to £25 or £30. Established writers 
are, of course, better paid. But in no case is it possible to 
give anything like even an approximate scale of prices 
for literary wares. Each book offered for sale must be 
judged on its merits, and in agreements of this kind the 
author, if inexperienced, would probably do well to invoke 
the opinion of a literary agent before consenting to part 
with his copyright for a definite sum of money. 



Division of Profits 

Tliirdly, we come to the agreement on a profit-sharing 
basis. In this case the publisher takes all the risks and 
cost of publication, either for a single edition of a stated 
number of copies or for a stated number of editions and 
for a stated time. If these statements are specified in 
the agreement, it may be renewed at option at the time 
of its natural termination. The essential clause of such 
an agreement is, of course, that which deals with the 
division of the net profits. The amount of these is reached 
after deducting all the costs of production and publication, 
including trade discounts, advertisements, and an allow- 
ance for establishment expenses — i.e., clerks' time and 
other office conveniences. It is obvious that an author 
is very much at the mercy of his publisher in entering 
upon such an agreement, for the establishment expenses, 
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proportionate costs of travelling, rent, warehousing, and so 
forth, as well as the calculation of trade discounts, are 
extremely difficult in many instances and impossible in 
others to check. Yet, from the publisher's point of view, 
these calculations form a considerable item. A simpler 
way of dealing with them would be for the publisher to 
state from his own knowledge the proportion borne by 
establishment charges in his gross profits, and to apply 
this scale to the particular book ; but this method presses 
hardly on the publisher, as the costs of travelling, etc., 
in the case of a new book are higher than the average 
based on the whole of his catalogue. Authors should 
only enter upon a profit-sharing agreement with great 
caution, though it forms a very convenient arrangement 
in the case of a book by more than one author. If 
the publisher retains, say, one- third or one-half of the net 
profits, the division of the remaining two- thirds or one- 
half between the several authors is a matter of simple 
arithmetic. 

« 

Royalty Agreement 

Fourthly, we come to the royalty agreement, which is 
the commonest and in most respects the best method of 
publication. The essence of a royalty agreement is that 
the author shall receive a certain sum in respect of every 
copy of the book sold, and, plainly, the most important 
part of such an agreement is to determine the amount of 
the royalty to be paid. Some general considerations 
suggest themselves at this point. For one thing, it should 
be fairly obvious that the publisher can afford to pay a 
larger royalty as the price of the book increases. Taking 
the commonest range of prices from 6d. to ios. 6d., it is 
clear that a 10 per cent, royalty on a sixpenny book is an 
almost impossible condition, whereas it would be an ex- 
tremely small charge on a book published at ios. 6d. 
Three-fifths of a penny deducted from a book which may 
be bought by the public at 4^d., and which is sold by the 
publisher at any price between 3d. and 4d., is a far heavier 
deduction than is. o£d. deducted from a book which 
may be bought by the public at 7s. io|d., and for which 
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the publisher receives something over 6s. In the first 
instance the publisher would have about 2^d. out of 
which to pay for the production of the book and his own 
profits ; in the latter case he would have about 5s. This, 
then, is the first consideration, and out of it arises a second 
important point. Royalties are paid to the author on 
the full published price of the book. A 10 per cent, royalty 
on a 2s. 6d. book is 3d. But the publisher receives only a 
trade-price. On a 2s. 6d. net book he will receive, at the 
best, 2s. id., less certain discounts, and for a 2s. 6d. non-net 
or " ordinary " book he will receive on an average about 
is. 6d. Accordingly, in paying 3d. to the author, and 
calling it a 10 per cent, royalty, the publisher is really 
paying about one-eighth of what he receives on the net 
price, and about one-sixth of what he receives on the 
ordinary price, or a 12J and i6§ per cent, royalty respec- 
tively. In justice to publishers, it may be urged that the 
author who is inclined to cavil at the small figure 10 in 
a royalty proposal is too frequently ignorant or oblivious 
of the real facts of the case. A third consideration is 
this : In a royalty agreement the publisher bears, as has 
been said, all the costs of production. He is accordingly 
considerably out of pocket by producing the book, and 
even in favourable circumstances he does not recoup his 
outlay till a thousand copies of the book have been sold. 
Hence it follows that perhaps the fairest form of royalty 
agreement is one which provides for a graduated royalty. 
If the author receives 10 per cent, on the published price 
of the first thousand copies, he may fairly ask for 12 J per 
cent, on the published price of the 1,001st to the 2,000th 
copy, by which time the publisher should also be making 
his first profits, if the selling price of the book has been 
fairly adjusted to its production expenses. And if the 
published price can bear so heavy a deduction, the royalty 
may then rise by 2 J per cent, per thousand copies to 
20 per cent., which is equivalent, as has been shown 
above, to a royalty of about 33 per cent., or a little more, 
on the actual amount received by the publisher for each 
copy.

Advance on Royalties 

The last consideration to which we would direct the 
particular attention of authors and publishers, in dealing 
with a royalty-agreement, is that of a stipulated sum 
to be handed over in advance of royalties. Such a clause 
providing that a sum, usually from £20 upwards, shall 
be paid to the author by the publisher, either on delivery 
of manuscript, or on the return of the last proof for press, 
or on publication, has become quite a common demand 
in recent times at the instance of literary agents or of the 
authors whose interests they represent. At bottom it 
amounts to nothing more than the author's borrowing 
money without interest on a security in which the money- 
lender has already invested capital, and, looked at from 
this point of view, there is certainly some force, at least, in 
the objections made by many reputable publishers to 
such a transaction. The author's argument is that he 
is always considerably out of time by his labour on his 
book, and that he is sometimes even out of pocket for the 
expenses of typewriting and so forth, and that he may 
accordingly not unreasonably ask that a part of his future 
profits shall be paid to him in advance. This plea is 
tenable enough in the case of authors of established reputa- 
tion, and of books the profits of which are almost certain 
to be large, and in such cases a moderate request of the 
kind would probably meet with no serious opposition from 
the publisher. But in the case of the large majority of 
books, the total profits on which are not likely to exceed 
a sum of between £50 and £100, and in the case of authors 
whose names do not carry much weight with the reading 
public, and the publication of whose work, therefore, is 
speculative on the publisher's part, such a demand for a 
loan without interest can only be supported by the fact 
that publishers can be found to comply with it. If the 
author has put his time into the book, the publisher is 
prepared to put his money, and both expect to reap the 
reward of their investment in the profits that accrue in the 
future. In ordinary business transactions the last person 
to whom one would go with a request for ready-money is 
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the person who is already staking his capital in a specula- 
tion suggested by the borrower. 
We now come to the memorandum itself. 



III. MEMORANDUM OF AGREEMENT 

After what has been said above, this memorandum does 
not require any lengthy consideration, the wording of the 
clauses being purely a technical matter after the principles 
have been agreed. 

It opens with a preamble stating that " This Agreement 
made" on such-and-such a date "between" so-and-so 
11 Publishers [and Exporters] of for them- 

selves their successors and assignees hereinafter called the 
Publishers of the one part and " so-and-so " of 
for him (her) self his (her) heirs executors administrators 
and assignees hereinafter styled the Author of the other 
part Witnesseth." 

The preamble gives us the essential parties — viz., pub- 
lisher and author — without further circumlocution. These 
parties agree as to a sale or lease of the author's property 
to the publisher on certain terms and conditions. The 
essence of the agreement follows the technical word wit- 
nesseth, and a royalty agreement proceeds thus or to this 
effect : " That in consideration that the copyright and 
plant including therein " such foreign and Colonial rights 
of translation and reproduction as the author may arrange 
to part with " of the work to be written by the Author and 
entitled provisionally " so-and-so " shall forthwith belong 
to and become the property of the Publishers, but subject 
always to a lien thereon for any sums due to the Author 
by the Publishers for Royalties, the Publishers hereby 
agree " [this verb is governed in legal grammar by the first 
conjunction that after witnesseth] ' to print publish adver- 
tise and sell a first edition of " so many " copies of the said 
work and as many subsequent editions thereof as they may 
think desirable and to pay to the Author a Royalty on the 
sales as hereinafter provided." 

A few commas would improve the appearance of this 

12 
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statement, but punctuation is taboo, as a rule, in such 
documents. Otherwise, the points worthy of notice 

are : 

1. The stamp duty is reduced to 6d. by describing the 
book as " to be written," and its title as provisional." 

2. Foreign and colonial rights vary in value with the 
nature of the book, and in many cases are nil. When con- 
siderable sales out of England are expected, the arrange- 
ments should be carefully discussed beforehand, and a pub- 
lisher selected who has facilities for distribution in other 
countries. The import duty in the U.S.A. makes a profit- 
able sale increasingly difficult, but, as it is cheaper to print 
a large edition than a small, a part of the publisher's 
profit lies in what he saves in his printer's bill. Trans- 
lation rights, as a rule, fetch only small sums, as they 
handicap the book with a preliminary outlay before the 
ordinary production expenses begin. Colonial editions 
should carry a royalty proportionate to the selling price 
of the book in that form. 

3. If the author wishes to make stipulations as to ad- 
vertisements, he must do so at this stage. The matter 
will otherwise be, as shown below, in the publisher's dis- 
cretion. Some firms advertise much more extensively 
than others, who rely, perhaps, on better " travelling " 
arrangements. 

The memorandum now continues : 
" And it is hereby further agreed 

" 1. That the Publishers shall : — 

" (a) Produce the book in volume . 
" (b) Warehouse the bound and quire stock. 
" (c) Deliver the usual Press copies to the London 
and Provincial Journals. 

See note 3 above. 

" (d) Account annually to the Author for every 
copy produced." 

Semi-annual reniditons are commonly granted, if desired. 

" 2. That the Author's Royalty shall be calculated in 

manner following : —

" (a) As to copies sold in the United Kingdom at 
the regular trade price, per 
centum on the full published price there- 
of, thirteen copies being reckoned as 
twelve. 

Comment on this clause is governed by the remarks in the fore- 
going section on " Author, Publisher, and Agent." Should a gradu- 
ated royalty be agreed, as recommended, the clause would run : 
so much " per cent, on the full published price of the first thousand " 
(or so many) " copies thereof, so much " per cent, on that of the 
next " so many " copies thereof," so much " per cent, on that of 
the next " so many " copies thereof," and so on, " 13 copies being 
reckoned as 12." 

" (b) As to stereotype plates and copies sold 
for the American, Indian, and Colonial 
markets at reduced prices, 
per centum on the amount actually 
received in respect thereof. 

Subject to discussion. Ten per cent, on the actual receipts is 
often quite fair to the author, as books are sold to the American 
market at not much above cost price. The conditions ruling the 
transaction in question should be examined on their merits. 

" (c) As to copies sold in the United Kingdom 
by auction, or privately to a dealer at 
reduced prices, or by way of remainder, 
per centum on the amount 
actually received in respect thereof." 

This clause is not as tautological as it sounds. The remaining 
copies of an old edition may be sold at reduced prices, though the 
book itself is not " remaindered," as special trade reasons may inter- 
vene. Five or ten per cent, is quite a fair proportion to the author, 
as a rule. Note that the remainder-clause is essential in an author's 
interest. Failing the provision for the author's share in copies 
sold " by way of remainder," it has recently been held in law that 
the publisher is not liable to pay any royalty on such sales (Farmer 
v. Lane : Mr. Heinemann's evidence for the defendants). The 
injustice of this decision in equity is clear, and the author should see 
that he is protected. 

The remaining clauses of the memorandum are as follows, 
and do not call for special comment beyond what has been 
given in advance : 

12—2 
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" 3. That bad debts shall be the charge of the Publishers, 
the Author not being deprived of any Royalty on copies 
sold by reason of the sale-proceeds not having been paid 
to the Publishers. 

" 4. That the manner of Production, Publication, Sale, 
and extent of Advertisement of the said work shall in the 
absence of express agreement to the contrary lie wholly 
within the discretion of the Publishers. 

"5. That the Author shall be liable for the expenses of 
Author's proof corrections (exclusive of the corrections of 
Printers' errors) beyond the amount of six shillings per 
sheet of sixteen pages and that should such charges 
exceed this amount the Author shall be debited with 
the excess. 

" 6. That the Publishers shall annually make up as at 
the thirtieth of June [or twice a year, as at the thirtieth 
of June and the thirty-first of December] the accounts of 
each year and shall on demand render the same to the 
Author two months thereafter and shall at the same time 
pay over any balance which may be found due to the 
Author. 

" 7. That the Publishers' books shall be open to the 
inspection of the Author either personally or by agent at 
any reasonable time after notice given in writing. 

8. That the Author shall be responsible for any action 
of Libel or Infringement of Copyright arising out of the 
publication of the said work and shall indemnify and 
reimburse the Publishers for any damages costs or charges 
which they may reasonably incur or be called upon to 
pay in respect thereof. 

9. That the Author shall be entitled to six [or twelve] 
gratis copies of the said work on publication, and that any 
further copies required shall be supplied at two- thirds of 
the published price (thirteen copies being reckoned as 
twelve)." 

The payment on account and agency clauses, if included, 
would follow here. 
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i. In the course of 1905 Mr. Henry Frowde published in London, 
Edinburgh, Glasgow, New York, and Toronto, the long-awaited and 
warmly-welcomed volume by Mr. F. Howard Collins, entitled 
Author and Printer. The purpose of the book is thoroughly ex- 
plained in its sub-title, A Guide for Authors, Editors, Printers, 
Correctors of the Press, Compositors, and Typists, With Full List of 
Abbreviations : An Attempt to Codify the best Typographical Practices 
of the Present Day, and Mr. Collins, who enjoyed, and generously 
acknowledges, the assistance of a large number of correspondents 
has the gratification of stating on his title-page that his volume 
has already met with the approval of the chief Associations of 
Printers and Press Correctors in London, Edinburgh, and Belfast. 
The book takes the form of an alphabetical list of words as to the 
typographical usage of which hesitation or variation may occur, 
and gives not merely the right form, but also adds a warning against 
the wrong form. His vocabularies further include all recognized 
abbreviations and abbreviative signs, as well as foreign words, 
phrases, and so forth. We are not certain if his remarks about 
quotation-marks will find universal acceptance, but his admirable 
article on punctuation should be of the utmost service to all who 
have to do with literature. The book passed into a second edition 
during the year, thus proving the existence of the want which it so 
excellently fulfils. We cordially congratulate Mr. Howard Collins 
on the successful completion of his self-set and arduous labours, 
and we trust that no member of any of the branches of the literary 
profession and trade, for whom this volume is intended, will neglect 
to purchase it and to study it, and — not least — to practise it. 

2. Mr. C. E. Heisch has published through Mr. Elliot Stock a 
little book dealing with The Art and Craft of the Author. It would 
be pleasanter to handle if it were not printed on a }and of parchment 
blotting-paper, but, apart from this drawback, the volume will be 
found to be full of practical hints for literary work, and it is especially 
rich in apposite quotations from practitioners who serve as examples 
of the art and craft discussed. Young writers will do well to study 
the chapters in this volume, and will, doubtless, find not merely 
that it improves their style and power of expression, but also that it 
improves their chances of writing articles or books likely to attract 
the favourable attention of editors and publishers. The price is 
2s. 6d. net. 
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Authors will find the following tables useful whenever they adopt 
the method of payment by results known as royalties. It is some- 
what difficult at times in publishers' accounts to ascertain the exact 
sum due to the author when x copies of his book have been sold at 
the price of y shillings, on which a royalty of z per cent, is due to 
the author. The following tables are intended to facilitate this 
calculation by reducing the somewhat laborious test of complicated 
multiplication to a simple process of addition. The matter is 
further complicated by the general practice of publishers accounting 
to authors for sales on the basis of 13 as 12 (or sometimes 25 as 24), 
which they generally grant to the retail booksellers. There are 
accordingly two sets of tables, one in order to reduce 13 to 12 (or 
13 to 1 2 \), and the remainder to ascertain the exact amount due 
on different systems of royalty and on price books. Thus, if 936 
of a 5s. book have been sold on which a royalty of 10 per cent, is 
due, the first table will enable the calculator to ascertain that 936 
could only be reckoned as 864, and from the fourth column of the 
table devoted to 5s. the royalties for 800, for 60, and for 4 are 
already given, and the final result easily works out at £21 12s. 
Generally speaking, it is sufficient to check the results roughly — 
e.g., by finding out how much 850 copies would bring in. 

In making the following calculations a certain difficulty arises 
owing to the deficiency of our coinage, which reckons nothing lower 
than a farthing, and to the trade custom of the booksellers by which 
the moiety is the only fractional part of the price of a book recog- 
nised. In consequence some of the results are not strictly in accord- 
ance with the Rule of Three. 

The suggestion has been made that it is not entirely reasonable 
to define these royalties within the limits of 2\ and 20 per cent. ; 
but the royalty of 2\ per cent, is in frequent use, especially where 
colonial editions of books published in England are concerned, and, 
as has been shown, in graduated royalties. Royalties of more than 
20 per cent., on the other hand, are not frequent ; and as these tables 
are intended to afford assistance to the majority of authors — to take, 
in fact, the place of a working guide — it would be misleading to 
include figures which are only applicable to exceptional cases.

It is said that about 1522 the Stationers Company, 
on some complaint of privilege, seized the University printing 
press, but from the year 1584 to the present time printing 
has been continuously carried on. The name Pitt Press strictly 
applies only to a part of the present buildings, which were 
erected in 1831 with money subscribed as a memorial to 
William Pitt. Up to the year 1873 the publishing business 
of the University was conducted through the agency of 
various London publishers, but in that year the University 
established its own publishing warehouse at 17 Paternoster 
Row, and in 1884 removed the business to premises in Ave 
Maria Lane. The publishing business was in the first 
instance managed by Mr. C. J. Clay, who was University 
printer from 1854 to 1894. It is now conducted under the 
management of his son, Mr. C. F. Clay. 

The University Press, using its privileges to the full, pub- 
lishes editions of the Bible and Prayer-Book in every variety 
of size, type and binding. To the correct printing of the 
latter the Press has recently given much attention ; and 
the Book of Common Prayer in large octavo (1896), in 
which the late Archbishop Benson of Canterbury, who was 
most eager that his own University should move in this 
matter, took the greatest interest, is now the standard from 
which all Cambridge editions are printed. In recent years 
one of the great undertakings of the Press has been the "pub- 
lication of the Revised Version of the Bible : the New Testa- 
ment was published in 1881, the complete Old Testament in 
1885, tne Apocrypha in 1897 ; whilst in 1898 were published 
a new edition of the Revised Version of the Bible with Revised 
Marginal references, and the folio edition for the lectern. 
In 1899 an important publication was the facsimile reproduc- 
tion of the Greek and Latin manuscript of the four Gospels 
and Acts of the Apostles, generally known as the Codex Bezee, 
and preserved in the University Library. The MS. was 
photographed and engraved on copper by M. Paul Dujardin 
of Paris. Other important theological series are the Cam- 
bridge Patristic Texts, under the editorship of Dr. Mason, and 
Texts and Studies, Contributions to Biblical and Patristic 
Literature, under the editorship of the Dean of Westminster.

NOTE. — The particulars added for the guidance of would-be contri- 
butors have been supplied in almost all cases by the editors of 
the periodicals themselves. Periodicals which discourage outside 
eontributions have no such particulars added. 

The following instructions are given for convenience of reference, 
in the hope that they will be of service to writers, and indirectly 
to those editors who are overwhelmed with matter which is sent 
without reference to the simple and necessary rules that prevail in 
all well-conducted offices. A vast amount of trouble is caused to 
those who deal with MSS. by the want of consideration that 
characterizes the methods of a large proportion of occasional 
correspondents. 

1. All MSS. should be typewritten. Editors, as a rule, will 
consent to read written "copy," but typewritten matter has a 
greater chance of being read quickly. 

2. MSS. must be written on one side of the paper only. This 
rule is made for the convenience of printers. The "copy" which 
is given out to compositors is nearly always cut into small sections ; 
consequently a MS. which is written on both sides of the paper 
cannot be readily dealt with. 

3. It is most important to use discretion and judgment in the 
matter of submitting MSS. These should not be sent round in- 
discriminately ; the character and tone of each publication should 
be studied, and an agent's advice consulted if necessary. 

4. Writers should be very careful to ascertain the correct style 
and address of the paper to which they are submitting their efforts. 
Magazine addresses frequently change. It is, in fact, essential for 
those who wish to succeed to be accurate in every particular, even 
in those matters which involve merely technical detail. 
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5. Letters to editors are not, as a rule, necessary. Each MS. 
should have clearly placed upon the first page the author's name 
and address. A fully stamped and addressed envelope for return 
of the MS. should always be enclosed. 

6. Proposals to submit MSS. to editors should only be sent in 
exceptional cases. No interviews must be expected by contributors, 
except those which are invited by the editor. 

7. In submitting MSS. to editors or publishers in the United 
States it should be borne in mind that, while MSS. can be forwarded 
from the British Isles by book post, they can only be returned from 
the United States by letter post, at correspondingly high rates.

The 
London School of Economics and Political Science was founded 
in 1895 with the intention of providing a system of higher educa- 
tion which should stand in the same relation to the life and 
calling of the public administrator and the merchant as do 
the medical schools of the Universities to those of the doctor. 
Under the new constitution of the University of London, a 
" Faculty of Economics and Political Science (including Com- 
merce and Industry) " was established in 1900, and the School 
of Economics was constituted by Act of Parliament a " School 
of the University " in that Faculty. Students of the School 
who have matriculated at the University of London are regis- 
tered as internal students of the University, and may pro- 
ceed to degrees in Science (B.Sc. and D.Sc.) in the Faculty of 
Economics. All the lectures and classes at the School are, how- 
ever, open without any distinction whatever of age, or sex, or 
nationality to those who have not matriculated and do not 
wish to pursue a full University course. Special instruction 
is arranged for those engaged in commerce, banking, insurance, 
accounting and railway administration, for civil and municipal 
officials, and for librarians. Much is done by the School for 
the encouragement of research by the provision of courses of 
lectures on methods of investigation, by the award of student- 
ships varying in value from £2$ to ^200, and by the co-ordina- 
tion of different agencies for providing the student engaged in 
research with the help he needs. The list of the School publica- 
tions bears witness to results achieved in this direction. The 
success of the School has from the first proved steady and con- 
tinuous. Twice it has had to remove to more commodious 
premises from its original home at 9 John Street, Adelphi, and 
already considerable pressure is being felt upon the space pro- 
vided in the new building erected for it in 1902. Since the 
School was opened in 1895 more than 3,500 students have been 
entered on its books, of whom about 10 per cent, have been 
foreigners. 

London Topographical Society. The London Topographical Society 
was founded for the publication of material illustrating the 
history and topography of the City and County of London from 
the earliest times to the present day.

Rome, British School at. This school, projected in 1899, was opened 
in the spring of 1901. It has been modelled, in many respects, 
on the existing British School at Athens ; and the two schools 
will, it is hoped, be ultimately placed under the control of a 
single committee. Objects — The School is intended, first, as a 
training-ground for students fresh from the universities and 
other educational institutions ; secondly, as a centre round 
which more mature students may group themselves for pur- 
poses of systematic research ; and, thirdly, as a source of 
information and advice for visitors desiring to pursue serious 
studies in Rome and Italy. The province of the School is not 
purely archaeological, but includes all periods of Roman and 
Italian history, art, antiquities, and literature. The excavation 
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work of the School at Athens, is excluded in Italy by the rules 
of the Italian Government. But in other respects the work of 
the Roman School is more varied than that of the Athenian, 
since the range of studies which centre in Rome is wider, 
including, for example, palaeography, Christian as well as clas- 
sical antiquities, and the art and architecture of the Renaissance. 

Vol. I. of the Papers of the school, published in August, 1902, 
contains papers by the Director (Mr. Rushforth) on the " Church 
of S. Maria Antigua," and by Mr. T. Ashby, jun., on the 
" Classical Topography of the Roman Campagna." Vol. II., 
published October, 1904, consists of reproductions of the 
drawings of Andreas Koner, with text by Mr. T. Ashby, jun. 
With the sanction and co-operation of the Italian authorities 
the school has undertaken a work of lasting importance — the 
cataloguing of the works of ancient art in the municipal 
museums in Rome. 

At present the annual income of the School is less than

These exchanges are in no sense of a commercial nature, for 
no publications for sale are allowed transmission. More than 
one-half of the exchanges consist of Government documents, 
while the other half are publications exchanged between learned 
societies and savants throughout the world. The International 
Exchange Service has salaried resident agents in London, 
Leipzig, and Budapest, and a number of agents in various parts 
of the world lend their services gratuitously. The correspon- 
dents who more or less regularly exchange publications through 
the Smithsonian Institution now aggregate 44,012, of which 
9,559 are in the United States and the rest in foreign lands, ex- 
tending even to the remotest corners of the world.

mans, Leon Hennique, Octave Mirbeau, the brothers J. H. 
Rosny, Gustave Geffroy, and Paul Margueritte. Alphonse 
Daudet died in 1898 ; and in November, 1900, M. Leon 
Hennique, as empowered by the will, filled the vacancies by 
electing MM. Elemir Bourges, Lucien Descaves, and Leon 
Daudet. As finally constituted the Academy consists of the 
following : President — J. K. Huysmans.

(3) a pension fund. The Society also has the direction of 
other funds for annual literary prizes, such as those of the 
Fondation Chauchard, Le Prix Balzac, Le Prix Petit Bourg, 
which together amount to 10,000 francs ; there are several 
smaller prizes of from 200 to 600 francs each. M. Sully- 
Prudhomme has also placed at the disposition of the Society a 
certain part of the Nobel award which he gained in 1901. This 
prize, amounting to 1500 francs per annum, is to be applied 
each year, during the life of M. Sully-Prudhomme, for the

books (c/. prospectus).

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I.— INTRODUCTION 

BY A PUBLIC LIBRARIAN. 

The Library Act of 1850 did more to break down the 
barriers between the classes than any other, and in spite 
of the erroneous idea which still lingers in the minds of 
many people, the public library is not now an institution 
for the masses only. This change in the clientele is the 
natural result of its own influence. Since then the Acts 
which have influenced the movement in England are those 
of 1892, 1893, 1808, and 1901. The chief of these is the 
first, which consolidates the previous Acts, and is commonly 
known as the " principal " Act. That of 1898 is one of 
the most important relating to the control and manage- 
ment, and prescribes the punishment of offences. It is 
true the spirit of the original institution was the instruc- 
tion and recreation of the poor, but the modern tendency 
of democracy has converted the library into a municipal 
educational centre upon scientific co-operation, which in 
the future will absorb all the educational life of the com- 
munity outside the schools. This is the dominant note of 
the professional spirit of the present time. There are now 
upwards of five hundred parishes and districts in the 
British Isles in which the Library Acts have been adopted, 
excluding the numerous branches which have grown up 
round the central library in so many towns and boroughs, 
and excluding the large number of libraries more or less 
open to the public, but not supported by the public funds. 
It is impossible to lay down any rule as to when and where 
branch libraries should be established ; but there is no 
doubt whatever that the tendency is very prevalent £to 
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form branch libraries where there is no legitimate demand. 
There are upwards of sixty-five of these libraries and 
branches established, or about to be established, in London, 
in addition to those which are not classed as public, but 
which are nevertheless " free." When it is remembered 
that amongst the latter are the British Museum and the 
Guildhall, the question, Are branches not too numerous ? 
becomes one of real importance. As an educational centre 
the library is not an antidote to the public-house, and need 
not be placed in juxtaposition to each and every one of 
them. The library can only continue to progress by a 
careful and judicious use of its opportunities. 

Apart from any repayment of loan, it is impossible to 
maintain in any state of efficiency a small library upon 
less than 7 per cent, of the total cost of the erection, irre- 
spective of the very important item of salaries. In other 
words, a building erected and furnished at not less than 
one shilling per cube foot, and costing £3,000, will require 
an annual income of £210 to support it, in addition to 
whatever salaries may be paid. If the building has been 
erected at less than this price per cube foot, the cost of 
maintenance increases in an inverse ratio to the decrease. 
Even a library with this income must suffer in some degree 
from what those in any less favourable circumstances 
labour under — out-of-date books and inadequate service, 
ignorant management, an untrained librarian, and ipso 
facto the domination of an individual. The effect upon 
the profession of these too small and starved libraries is 
even more to be feared, because it is invidious, and has 
not yet made itself felt. Nevertheless, the time is approach- 
ing when the improvements of the last few years in the 
professional standing will be very much affected. No 
trained and qualified librarian can be obtained for the 
^40 or ^50 per annum these libraries can offer, and 
the difficulty is usually overcome by combining the 
duties of caretaker, cleaner, and librarian, with the latter 
as the nominal title. In a short time these quasi-librarians 
will enter the competitive arena under the impression that 
they have qualified themselves, and will render the pro- 
fession a mock and a byword in the world of letters. There 
are, however, three under-currents, either of which may 
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counteract this. The first of these is State control and 
State support, or, in the case of rural districts, the contiol 
of the County Council. The second, the clear demarcation 
of assistants from librarians, and the recruiting of the 
latter from specially trained and educated men — i.e., by 
a college or by a system of strict pupilage. The third is 
the removal of the rate limitation. 

Many of these small libraries are amongst those due to 
the generosity of Dr. Carnegie and Mr. Passmore Edwards. 
In two respects these donations are often mistaken phil- 
anthropy ; but as they are only given when they are asked 
for, the onus of the mistake must rest with those who have 
to bear the burden of it, and on the Library Association, 
which up to the present has done nothing to prevent it. 
It is these gifts to those small districts with an inadequate 
income that constitute this menace to the profession, and 
are an injury to the villages they serve. Of gifts to those 
places able to carry them out no praise is too high. 

A Bill has been before Parliament for the past two 
sessions, and is still down for reading, under the pilotage 
through the House of Mr. H. J. Tennant, M.P., for the 
removal of the limit on the library rate. There is much 
to be said in favour of giving local authorities power to 
levy a rate in accordance with their requirements, as they 
do in nearly every other department of municipal enter- - 
prise. But the fact is indisputable that in some London 
libraries, where there is less real need for large and costly 
collections than there is in provincial towns, there is a 
difficulty in expending legitimately the sums annually 
apportioned for the purchase of books. 

The diversity of the terms applied to public libraries 
gives rise to much confusion. The term " free," although 
there is no charge for admission, is something of a mis- 
nomer, as the cost is a direct charge upon the rates. " Public 
library " seems best to meet the case, but in those districts 
where the name is applicable " municipal library " is 
finding favour, and there and elsewhere the libraiian is 
known as the Borough or Town Librarian. In addition to 
the control of the public libiary itself, the Town Librarian 
should have the supervision of the libraries of the borough 
police, the workhouse, the schools, and, in fact, of all col- 
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lections of books which are the property of the corporation. 
Under these circumstances it is obvious that the penny rate 
is neither an adequate nor a fair source of income, and 
that some pait of the expense should be borne by those 
departments benefiting. Under the present law, however, 
the library can have no claim upon either of these for 
direct assistance. Some of the many libraries having 
circulating school libiaries receive grants more or less 
adequate from the local educational authorities. But 
such aid is in the nature of, even if it does not take the 
form of, an agreement, under sections 9 and 11 of the 
1892 Act. From an educational point of view the chil- 
dren's libraries and the school circulating libraries are two 
of the most important adjuncts of the library, a point 
fully realized by the school authorities both here and in 
America, where the movement is more advanced ; and 
an influential committee, numbering amongst its members 
representatives of all the chief educational authorities, 
has been formed by the Library Association. But until 
the law governing the question is amended, all action must 
be tentative. 

The Aberdeen case has effectually removed any doubt 
as to the legality of a charge for application forms or for 
tickets. That case conclusively established that such a 
charge is virtually a charge for admission, and as such, 
under section 11 (3) of the 1892 Act, is illegal. The decision 
of cases both ways still leaves the question of the recovery 
of fines in doubt. And another well-known case, where, 
in spite of other cases otherwise decided, the judge held that 
two witnesses were necessary to prove the issue of a book, 
throws some doubt on the possibility of the recovery of 
the value of a book not leturned. There is, at all events, 
no doubt that if some adequate system of insuring the 
return of books within a reasonable time could be devised, 
many libraries would immediately abolish fines for deten- 
tion. Another matter upon which there is a considerable 
amount of doubt is the rateability of libraries. Although 
the certificate of the Registrar of Friendly Societies is 
necessary before exemption can be claimed, that certificate 
does not necessarily insure that exemption. The larger 
number of public libraries, however, do not pay local rates, 
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and, if the caretaker's rooms have a separate entrance, are 
not assessed for the payment of income-tax or inhabited 
house duty. 

One of the most important movements of the present 
time is for the restriction or abolishment of newsrooms in 
connection with public libraries ; and the new libraries at 
Islington, about to be erected, will be the first to discard 
newsrooms, if the original intention is carried out. The 
result of the experiment, one with an educational founda- 
tion, is awaited with interest, as the newsroom is one of 
the most popular, if not the best used of all the departments 
of library work. And a motion to limit its use was defeated, 
after a full discussion, at the last annual meeting. The 
question of " blacking out 99 is one of the burning subjects 
of the day. It is impossible here to enter into the pros 
and cons of the discussion, but at the time of writing 
thirty-three public libraries have adopted, with more or 
less success, the plan of obliterating betting and other news 
considered injurious in its tendency. Whatevei cause 
there may be for blacking out betting results in London 
and large provincial centres with their own daily press, 
there is none in the smaller towns dependent upon the 
larger for their daily newspapers. 

This effort to increase the educational value of the 
public library is making itself felt in many ways. Chief 
amongst them is the adoption of open-access. 

The revival of the classified catalogue, which, for some 
unaccountable reason, is usually bracketed with open- 
access, is another educational point. Unfortunately, there 
is not at present a comprehensive authoritative system of 
rules for this particular type of catalogue There are, 
broadly considered, three forms of catalogues : the dic- 
tionary, the classified, and the dictionary - classified. 
Various good examples of all three and of their graduations 
are to be found. In general, the first may be said to be 
the most simple, the classified the most scientific, and 
the dictionary-classified an endeavour to combine the 
advantages of the two. The late Mr. Charles Cutter's 
definition of the objects of the catalogue, which has been 
almost as much misquoted as Carlyle's famous epigram 
on the M true university," is fulfilled by all three forms, 
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and the choice is solely a matter of use and economy. In 
all probability, however, the dictionary-classified is that 
which will be the most popular in the near future. As 
the status of the library improves and the educational 
capacity of the borrower increases it is probable that the 
need for a printed catalogue will diminish, and the card 
catalogue replace it when a workable system of exchange 
of books between libraries is discovered. 

A matter intimately connected with open-access and 
the classified catalogue is the classification of books on the 
shelves. It is sometimes difficult, even for the professional 
mind, to separate with precision the classification of books 
and the classification of knowledge in the abstract. And 
yet there is no more necessary point in one of the most 
difficult branches of library work. The modern revival 
in favour of a close classification, instead of the ten or 
twelve main classes into which the collections of most 
British libraries are divided, found its rise in America. 
The decimal classification which Mr. Melvil Dewey in- 
vented in 1873 is now the best known of the scientific 
classifications in this country ; but there is every prospect 
of the '* Expansive " system of the late Mr. C. Cutter 
becoming the most popular when it is better known. The 
decimal classification provides for 111,000 subjects, with 
symbols up to five figures ; while the " Expansive," with 
the same sized symbol, makes provision for 12,356,430. 
The final sheet of the latter, which is to be published 
during the course of next year, will, it is said, materially 
ncrease the usefulness of the system and of the previous 
six sheets. Neither of these, however, seems so adaptable 
to the needs of the smaller library— that is, the library of 
10,000 volumes or less — as one or other of the forms founded 
on the Quin-Brown " Adjustable," a system devised some 
years ago in London. A close classification on the shelves, 
however, can never adequately take the place of the 
catalogue, as a book can only appear in one place, while 
it may be the subject of several entries in the catalogue. 
For this reason an open-access library must always be pro- 
vided with some form of catalogue as an auxiliary. 

The card catalogue is invaluable on account of its 
economy and the possible fulness of the entries. The 
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cards, if written, should be done in the style described in 
" Library Handwriting,' ' or, if typed, some distinctive 
forms should be used other than upper and lower case 
letters. The multicoloured ribbons of the Remington 
or the interchangeable type shuttels of the Hammond 
both lend themselves very readily to card cataloguing and 
indexing. 

While upon this subject, it is as well to mention that of 
co-operative cataloguing, which is engaging the attention 
of librarians here and in America and on the Continent. 
There is little piospect of the exchange of full entries 
becoming an established fact, on account of the difference 
of annotate 
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sale of printed cards in this country shows that the fear 
that such a system would eliminate all originality is deeply 
rooted. In America the system of optional purchase is 
reported to be increasing in popularity. The possibility 
of the formation of a set of uniform cataloguing rules 
officially adopted by the associations here and abroad is 
much less remote at the time of writing, and at the date 
of publication may even be an established fact, as the 
arrangements between the two principal associations are 
very far advanced. 

Annotation, or, as it is euphuistically termed in America, 
with very little difference in meaning, " evaluation," is 
one of the pressing questions of the day, but the literature 
of the subject, which is in statu quo, is only to be found 
scattered throughout the professional periodicals of two 
continents and the Empire. Numerous articles will be 
found in the Library Association Record, the Library 
World, the American Library World, and others. 

Co-operative annotation is the latest form of the ques- 
tion, but so many attempts have been made in respect to 
co-operative cataloguing that it is pardonable to expect 
no greater success in this. Exchangeable catalogue notes 
are never likely to become popular, but copious annota- 
tions of publications in all branches of literature from 
which notes for catalogue entries might be compiled, 
similar to Baker's "Guide to Fiction" would be one of 
the most useful tools in the cataloguing-room. Annota- 
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tion, whether individual or co-operative, must first be 
reduced to a system ; at present the elementary principles 
of scientific evaluation are little more than the subject of 
academic discussion. 

In these two branches, cataloguing and annotation, all 
that may be expected for some time to come in the form 
of co-operation with any other country is a set of inter- 
changeable rules for the former, and exchangeable " evalua- 
tions " of books, not in the form of catalogue entries. 

There are two broad classes of methods of issuing — 
viz., open and closed. The latter is usually described as 
the " Indicator " system of charging. But an indicator 
of any description is by no means a sine qnd non to the 
" closed system," and is merely a labour - saving device 
which can be used effectively with open-access. Card 
charging also can be, and is, used in closed libraries in 
conjunction with an indicator. As, however, the relative 
value of these two systems is still the subject of much 
controversy, no comparison will be made between them. 
Three of the best examples of open-access libraries are to 
be found at Croydon, Kingston-on-Thames, and King's 
Lynn. At least two wickets are needed, an entrance and 
an exit : at the one the borrower leaves his book in ex- 
change for his ticket, and at the other leaves his ticket 
and has the book chosen entered. It is significant that 
there are no official statistics available of so important a 
change, one which has now been going on for some years. 
One of the most simple forms of charging in connection 
with open-access is the following : The cards of the books 
on the shelves are kept in trays at the exit wicket. The 
card of the book required, together with the borrower's 
ticket, is placed in a small pocket as the book is issued. 
The day's issue is then arranged in order, thus charging 
to the day, and in a modified sense to the book also. But 
as there is no entry made, there is absolutely no record of 
the issue. Possibly the before-mentioned case is some- 
what responsible for this, but, although it is perhaps the 
least laborious of all charging systems, it is not one which 
specially recommends itself for reliability. This is the 
skeleton of the system, to which details may be added and 
adjusted up to the elaboration of the system found in 
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entering the borrower's number and the date on the card, 
the borrower's number and the book letter and number, 
or press mark, on the day sheet, and the book number and 
the date on the borrower's card, thus charging in the only 
three ways known — i.e., to the book, the borrower, and 
the date. The old-fashioned school-library form of 
entering all the issues on the borrower's card is perhaps 
the only surviving form of the second of these ; charging 
to the book is the most generally adopted form, supple- 
mented frequently by the daily charging sheet. The 
indicator system is essentially one of charging to the book, 
although it is frequently checked by charging to the day. 
For merely statistical purposes a stroke or a cross is suffi- 
cient on the day sheet. The chief forms of indicator are 
those of Mr. Cotgreave, Mr. Chivers, Mr. Elliott, and Mr. 
Robertson. The first of these is the subject of a further 
invention for making it adjustable. A descriptive history 
of indicators will be found in the Library World (vol. ii.). 

The result of the work of the Sound Leather Committee of 
the Library Association was issued in book form (published 
by the Library Supply Co.) at the annual meeting, and 
promises to mark a great advance, dealing as it does with 
the cause of the evil of bad leather and the remedy. 

In calculating the capacity of bookcases in the lend- 
ing library, it is safe to take i foot to 100 volumes 
in an 8-foot case, or 100 volumes to ii feet run of 
shelving. In the reference library allowance must be made 
for the difference in the sizes of the books ; how much 
must be determined by the size of the collection, giving 
the average dimensions of a book. For carrying books a 
trolley, narrow, and standing some 3 feet 6 inches in 
height, is usually found much more convenient than book- 
trays or carriers, although there are several good forms of 
these, the principal of which are the Yale and the Lambert. 
The most suitable height for tables is 2 feet 6 inches, 
with a width in the magazine-room of 3 feet 6 inches. 
Two feet must be allowed for each reader, unless arm-chairs 
are provided, in which case 2 feet 6 inches is a good stan- 
dard ; 1 foot 6 inches must be allowed for the depth of 
the chair when in use, and at least an additional 2 feet 
between the backs of two chairs — i.e., the tables should

not be closer than 5 feet. In the reference library these 
measurements may be increased with advantage/ The 
ideal measurements for a newspaper stand are : from the 
floor to the edge of the slope, 3 feet ; the depth of the 
slope, 2 feet 7 inches ; and a pitch of 1 foot ij inches. A 
useful rod is a combination of Lambert's rod and the 
Library Supply Co.'s grip. The counter in an indicator 
library should not be higher than 2 feet 8 inches, nor 
more than 2 feet wide, if comfort and economy in working 
are worth considering. 

The perfect system of heating and ventilating is yet to 
be looked for ; but modern science, in theory at least, is 
rapidly bringing the consummation to pass. The " best " 
system, one which until comparatively recent times has 
been prohibitive, because of the expense, is undoubtedly 
mechanical, and resembles that of the hospitals. A 
powerful electric fan is essential for the extraction of the 
vitiated air ; to prevent the introduction of chill air into 
the room the intake must pass through the radiators. 
With the ordinary spring -door this is impossible, and it 
is only rendered feasible in a public building of this descrip- 
tion by the introduction of the van Kannell revolving 
door. An even temperature depends also largely upon 
carrying the hot-water pipes round the lanterns or lights 
which are so often found in the roofs of reading-rooms. 
In lighting, particularly in the case of electric light, point 
lighting, as opposed to a diffused light, will be found more 
satisfactory, and ultimately more economical. The only 
department of a library where diffused lighting offers a 
prospect of success is in the magazine-room, where the 
surface is comparatively flat and even. At all reading 
points, however — that is, at all points where reading is 
to take place — the light should be 1 foot candle in power. 
It is a very common error to place a lamp of 16 candle- 
power 01 32 candle-power, as the case may be, some 
10 or 15 feet above a table, and imagine that the light is 
still 32 or 15 candle-power on the table, whereas, in all 
probability, the power of the light at the farthest extremity 
is somewhere about half a foot candle. 

" The points of economy and efficiency require atten- 
tion. With the intensely powerful luminants now avail- 
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able, care must be taken not to overdo the lighting and pitch 
it at too high a key. Visual usefulness is the point to 
consider. A tallow candle placed where required is better 
than a misplaced arc light. What are needed ... are 
lights of moderate brilliancy and good colour ; these with 
good judgment in the artistic arrangement ... will give 
better effect than double the amount badly arranged.' 1 

In the present general state of education and in the 
appreciation of the library, the lending department may 
be considered in a sufficiently flourishing condition if 
the number of borrowers is in the proportion of 10 per cent, 
of the total inhabitants of the district served. This per- 
centage, however, should increase as the age limit is lowered, 
a tendency which is spreading very rapidly. The propor- 
tion of books to borrowers is equally satisfactory if the 
rate is three to one. More than ever it is being borne in 
upon librarians that a smaller though thoroughly efficient 
stock is of much greater value than one larger, but less 
carefully selected or out of date. With the great diversity 
of charging systems, it is impossible to give any hard-and- 
fast rule for the proportion of the lending library staff to 
the issue of the department, but in estimating the staff 
required a general average may be found in one assistant 
for every 150 daily average issues and the duties connected 
with them after the first 100. 

A development of the public library in the United States, 
but one never likely to become popular here, is the home 
library. It is conducted somewhat on the lines of the 
school circulating library, with the home as the unit. 
Of more importance in this country is the village library, 
and the system introduced very recently in the Isle of 
Wight by Sir C. Seeley is perhaps the most perfect example 
to be found. There a library, usually installed in the 
school, with the head-master as librarian, has been founded 
in each of the thirty villages. Each collection, which 
includes an encyclopaedia, is in direct connection with the 
central library at Newport. 

One of the most difficult subjects in library work at the 
present day — book purchase and production — appears no 
nearer a solution than before. The committee appointed 
by the Library Association to consider the matter has done 
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nothing toward the improvement of the conditions of pro- 
duction. The cost of books has increased some 35 per cen+. 
during the last five years, and the British public library 
does not yet receive terms nearly so favourable as those 
offered to public libraries in America by the Booksellers' 
Association there. But the poor and ephemeral " get-up " 
of the majority of books is a greater evil than that. The 
effect of public libraries on the publishers' business is 
fancied rather than real, if the enormous sales of the 
present day afford any proof whatever. And many books, 
chiefly those of the better class, but for the support of the 
libraries would fall still-born from the press. 

Next to a good classification on the shelves is one of 
office stock, stationery, and letters. There are several 
good systems to choose from, but care must be taken to 
avoid too much elaboration ; and whichever is adopted, it 
must be rigidly adhered to and strictly followed. The 
skeleton of that devised by Mr. C. Madeley is a good start- 
ing-point. 

The periodical publication of class lists and bulletins is 
one of the best methods of bringing the special contents 
of the library before its readers. Unless, however, the 
cost of printing can be defrayed by advertisements, it is 
an item of expenditure requiring careful consideration. 

The value of the second or student's ticket is often very 
much overrated ; the belief that it inevitably increases the 
non-fiction issue is a mistaken one. It increases the total 
issue, but in so far as it releases a ticket for fiction which 
the borrower might otherwise be compelled to use for a 
book he needed, it increases the percentage of fiction. 

The Library Association has been invited to hold the 
1906 conference at Bradford, and that for 1907 at Glasgow, 
when it is expected that the enormous library system of 
the latter town will be completed. 

It is impossible in an introductory paper of this nature 
even to touch upon all the questions of the day ; but the 
spread of libraries for the blind is a phenomenal one, and, 
if it were not for the sadness of the need, one that would 
be the subject for congratulation, as showing the readiness 
of the library to adapt itself to the need of its surroundings. 
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II.— IN LONDON 

British Museum Reading Room, Great Russell Street, Bloomsbury, 
w.c. (1753). The number of books cannot be stated accur- 
ately, probably two millions. 

Admission. — This is granted (to applicants over twenty- 
one years of age) on receipt of a recommendation by a house- 
holder who is personally acquainted with the applicant. 
The particular purpose for which admission is sought must 
also be indicated in the letter of application. This must be 
sent by post two days at least before admission is required. 
The ticket is usually for three or six months. When asking 
for renewal, it is necessary to return the old ticket. Tickets 
must be returned when no longer required. Applicants 
under twenty-one years of age require the Trustees' special 
permission. 

All tickets are strictly non-transferable, and must be shown, 
if required, before entering the room. For the Print Room 
a separate ticket is required, subject to the same conditions 
as to its granting, etc., as for the Reading Room. 

No sticks or umbrellas are permitted in the rooms ; over- 
coats should also be left with the cloak-room official . 

Rooms. — Besides the Newspaper Room (on the right of 
the main entrance), which also contains the London Gazette, 
Journals of the House of Commons, and other Parliamentary 
papers, and the Print Room (open from 10 a.m. till 5 p.m.), 
there is the Rotunda. The latter is the Reading Room 
(For Hours, see next page). 

Application for Books.— Round the central desk, 
occupied by the Superintendent and his attendants, will be 
seen boxes of printed slips. These are filled in, as indicated, 
from the Catalogues, the chief items to note being the correct 
press-mark of the book, and the number of the reader's seat. 
The other particulars — i.e., date of publication, title and 
author of the book — are also, however, of importance, and 
not to be omitted by those desiring to be served without 
delay. The slips are placed in baskets at the centre counter, 
the reader returning to his desk to await the books, a matter 
usually of between ten and thirty minutes, according to the 
pressure of work and the portion of the library in which the 
books are stored. No applications are received after 
3.30 p.m. in January, February, November, and December ; 
4.30 p.m. in March and October; 5.30 p.m. in April and 
September; and 6.30 p.m. in the summer months. When 
reading is over for the day the reader restores the books to 
the centre desk, receiving in exchange the slips, which, 
unless he intends using the same book or books again within 
the next few days, are best destroyed. Readers are held 
responsible for books until the slips have been redelivered 
to them.

Kept Books. — Books are kept, by request, subject to no 
other reader putting in a ticket for them during the absence 
of the reader for whom they are put aside. There is a 
special basket at the centre desk for slips of " kept " books, 
and the latter are usually brought round within a few minutes. 
A slip of paper must be placed in each book, across the top 
of which (so as to be legible without opening the book) are 
written the date and reader's name. 

The Bar. — It is sometimes impossible for a reader to 
spend any time at the Reading Room until after the latest 
hour for putting in application slips in the ordinary way. 
In such cases it is permitted to send the slips, filled in before- 
hand, by post, to be delivered at the Museum, some hours 
before the books are actually wanted. Instead of filling in any 
desk-number the applicant marks Bar A or Bar T, and the 
books are kept for nim in the cages on either side of the 
central desk until called for later in the day. " Kept " 
books, if not called for within a day or two, are returned to 
the shelves. 

Reference Shelves. — In addition to the bulk of the 
collection, which is only available as indicated in the fore- 
going remarks, there are on the shelves on the ground floor 
of the Rotunda itself some 20,000 reference volumes, ranging 
through history, geography and travel, and every science, 
down to such works of reference as encyclopaedias, lexicons, 
directories, and the like. These the reader is permitted to 
take down for himself, but must replace on the proper shelf 
when he has finished using them. With regard to the 
encyclopaedias, dictionaries, etc., these must be returned to 
the shelves as soon as done with, and in some cases must be 
consulted at the shelf. In Continental libraries readers are 
not permitted to carry off to their own desks purely reference 
works of this description. 

Catalogues.— The Author Catalogue, stretching in 
double row around the central desk, is now, in its printed 
form, condensed to about 960 volumes. In the way of 
Class Catalogues, which for the most part exist in the 
unrealized dreams of successive generations of librarians, we 
have Fortescue's exceedingly useful Subject Index, and 
Poole's likewise valuable Index to Periodicals. A new 
edition of Fortescue's Subject Index, 1881-1900, has now 
been printed. These aids to reference are, with their 
respective supplements, to be found next the central desk. 
There are, in addition to these, special catalogues of manu- 
scripts and music, and a large collection of useful bibliographies 
on every subject are to be found in the cases at the end of 
the readers' desks. 

Tracing. — Application must be made to the Superinten- 
dent for permission. 

The Reading Room is open on week-days (except first 
four days in March and September, Good Friday, Christmas 
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Day, and days appointed by authority), 9 a.m. to 7 p.m., 
throughout the year. 

The Newspaper Room, which is under the same regula- 
tions as the Reading Room, is open January, February, 
10 a.m. to 3.50 p.m. ; March, 10 a.m. to 4.50 p.m. ; April 
to August, 10 a.m. to 5.50 p.m. ; September, October, 
10 a.m. to 4.50 p.m. ; November, December, 10 a.m. to 
3.50 p.m. The Room is closed on Sundays. Good Friday, 
Christmas Day, and the first four weekdays of March and 
September. 

The Students' Room, Department of MSS., is open 
from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m., it being required that all MSS. be 
given up at 4.45 p.m. The Room is closed at certain times, 
as in the case of the Reading and Newspaper Rooms. 

The Print Room and the Oriental Students' Room are 
open from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m.

PARIS 

Bibliotheque Nationale 

(58 Rue Richelieu.) 

This Library, founded in 1367, contains nearly 3,000,000 volumes, 
250,000 maps, and 102,000 manuscripts. 

Admission is sought in a letter to the Administrate™ Giniral, 
setting forth the nature of the applicant's work, his name, pro- 
fession, and abode. Applications from foreigners should be 
accompanied by a recommendation from their Embassy, or from 
some responsible person known to the Administrator. Such 
ticket of admission is, when granted, signed by the recipient, and 
is strictly non-transferable. 

Application for Books. — On entering the Salle de Travail, each 
reader is handed a bulletin personnel, which, having filled in 
accurately his name and address, and the number of his seat, he 
hands to the Superintendent. On this one of the officials enters 
the names of all books taken out by him, and he is not allowed to 
leave the room until he has handed the doorkeeper this bulletin 
with the official rendu stamped against every book. 

Books Kept. — Works are kept by request for twenty-four hours, 
after which they are returned to the shelves. Should any other 
reader, however, apply for any of these " kept " books, they are at 
his disposal. 

There is a Lending-out branch of the BibliothSque, applying only 
to books of which there are more than one copy. 

All the rooms are closed January 1 and 2, Shrove Tuesday, Palm 
Sunday to Easter Monday (inclusive), Ascension Day, Whit- 
Sunday and Monday, July 14, August 15, November 1, and Christ- 
mas Day.

BERLIN 

Konigliche Bibliothek 

(Platz am Opernhaus.) 

Founded in 1661, this Library has about 1,228,000 volumes and 
33,600 manuscripts. Maps not counted. 

Admission. — This is freely granted on application, though the 
Director has to be satisfied as to the applicant's credentials. Cards 
for the Reading- Room only do not include the use of the Lending 
Library ; but a card for the latter gives access to every department. 

Application for Books. — Order-forms are sold at the Library 
at the rate of twenty-five for one penny. They are in the nature of 
a receipt for the book required, of which the applicant has to fill in 
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all the usual particulars as to title, date, size, &c., which are to be 
got from the Alphabetic Catalogue. 

A large book (Desiderienbuch) is kept in the Lending Library for 
the use of those desiring to secure any book as soon as returned by 
another borrower. 

The Reading-Room (Leseztmmer). — The reader can take down 
all books available on the shelves, but must return them, when done 
with, either to the shelves, or to one of the attendants. The same 
application -forms (see above) are available, but are marked " Lese- 
ztmmer." 

Books Kept. — Books can be kept from day to day for not longer 
than one month. Should the reader stay away for three consecutive 
days, the book is returned to the shelf. Those desiring to Jceep 
books in this way place in them a slip on which is written their 
name and the date. 

The Library is open on week-days (with the exception of the 
customary public holidays, the Saturday before Easter, the 
Saturday before Whitsun, and December 24) from (1) Lending 
Branch, 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. ; (2) Reading-Room, 9 a.m. to 9 p.m. 

The rooms are all closed for cleaning during Whitsun week and 
the last week in September. 

Staff. — 65 officials, 31 assistants and 38 subordinate officials. 

Expenditure. — £30,871 per annum, of which £18,882 10s. is for 
establishment and £7,320 for increasing and maintaining the col- 
lection of books. 



HOLLAND 

Royal Library (Koninklijke Bibliotheek) 

(The Hague.) 

This Library, founded in 1798, has a large number of incunabula, 
codices and illuminated medieval manuscripts. Religion, History, 
Literature, Art, Law, and Politics are well represented. The Library 
also contains 466 volumes of pamphlets illustrating the history of 
the Netherlands, 700 volumes of publications by Elsevier and works 
by Aldine, Estienne, and Plantyn in great number. Of the 6,000 
manuscripts, 600 relate to theology and the history of the Church. 
There is a " Book of Hours " which belonged to Philip the Good 
{fifteenth century), containing 178 miniatures. The oldest illumin- 
ated manuscript, a copy of the Gospels, dates from the ninth 
century. The Library also possesses a copy of the third Shake- 
speare folio. Nearly all recent works published in Holland are 
received by the Library, as well as important foreign books. The 
annual budget is 65,000 francs. The Reading-Room is open from 
10 to 4. Books are lent on personal application, or sent by post 
to applicants who are well known or recommended.

Alfred Bernhard Nobel, the inventor of dynamite, died in 1896, 
leaving the residue of his great fortune, estimated at about 
j£2 ,000,000 sterling, for the foundation of five annual prizes, to be 
awarded for the most important discoveries in physics, chemistry, 
and physiology or medicine, for the most remarkable work of an 
idealist tendency, and for the greatest service rendered to the cause 
of peace during the year. The value of each prize is about ^8,000. 

An official French translation of the statutes and regulations 
relating to the Nobel Foundation has been issued. The original 
documents received the sanction of the King of Sweden on June 29, 
1900. 

It will be seen that the text of the will has received a liberal 
interpretation. In addition to the prizes, provision is made for the 
establishment of Nobel institutes where researches may be carried 
on, and of special funds from which grants may be given to promote 
the objects which the founder had at heart ; and both institutes 
and special funds are likely, to say the least, to be quite as productive 
of good as the great prizes. 

It will be noticed that the benefits of the foundation are to be 
open to all nationalities without distinction. No restriction of sex 
is mentioned in the statutes. 

The Nobel Foundation is based on the will of Dr. Alfred Bernhard 
Nobel, dated November 27, 1895, of which the following passage 
contains the stipulations with regard to the foundation : " The 
residue of my realizable property left after my death shall be disposed 
of as follows: The capital, invested in safe investments by the 
executors of my will, shall constitute a fund of which the interest 
shall be distributed annually as a reward to such persons as have 
rendered to humanity the greatest services during the preceding 
year. The total amount shall be divided into five equal parts, 
and allotted, one [part] to the person who has made the most 
important discovery or invention in the physical sciences ; another 
[part] to the person who has made the most important discovery 
or the.'greatest improvement in chemistry ; the third to the author 
of the* most important discovery in the domain of physiology or 
medicine ; the fourth to the person who has produced the most 
remarkable literary work of an idealist tendency ; and, finally, the 
fifth to the person who has done most, or laboured best, for the 
cause of fraternity among different peoples, for the suppression or 
reduction of standing armies, or for the formation and promotion of 
peace congresses. 

" The prizes shall be awarded as follows : For physics and 
chemistry by the Swedish Academy of Sciences ; for work in physi- 
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ology and medicine by the Caroline Institute of Stockholm ; for 
literature by the Stockholm Academy ; and, finally, for the cause of 
peace, by a commission of five members elected by the Norwegian 
Storthing. It is my express desire that in the award of the prizes 
no account shall be taken of nationality, so that each prize may go 
to the most worthy, whether he be Scandinavian or not." 

An agreement was made with certain heirs to a smaller portion 
of Dr. Nobel's property, by which they renounced the inheritance 
for themselves and their heirs, on the express condition that — 

(a) The general statutes regulating the award of the prizes by the 
competent authorities should be drawn up in concert with a 
delegate representing the Robert Nobel family, and sub- 
mitted for approval to the King of Sweden. 

(6) That certain permanent regulations, stated below, should be 
passed with regard to the award of the prizes. 

I. — The Statutes, 
(i) The General Fund. 

1 . The General Fund is to be controlled by a council of administra- 
tion, composed of five members, of Swedish nationality, sitting at 
Stockholm. The president is to be nominated by the King of 
Sweden. The four other members are to be elected by a body of 
fifteen representatives, chosen by the corporate bodies named in the 
will. (See 2, below.) 

A deputy is also to be elected to act in the absence of the president, 
and two deputies are to be elected for each of the other members of 
the council. 

The members and deputies will be elected in future for a period of 
two years, the term of office beginning on May 1. But two of the 
members of the first council, selected by lot, will retire, after a single 
year of office, so that in future two may retire annually. 

The council will elect one of its members as " director and adminis- 
trator " (directeur-gtrant). 

2. Of the fifteen representatives, six are to be chosen by the 
Academy of Sciences (for the two sections of physics and chemistry), 
and three are to be chosen by each of the other corporate bodies. 
In addition, the Academy of Sciences will nominate four deputy- 
representatives, and each of the other corporate bodies two, to act 
for representatives prevented from so doing. 

The representatives will hold office for two years. They will elect 
a president from among their number. Nine representatives will 
form a quorum. 

In certain cases the representatives may be called on to control 
the management of the foundation by the council. 

3. The functions of the council include the payment of the money 
value of prizes to the prize-winners and the payment on requisition 
of all expenses incurred in the award of prizes, the payment of sums 
due to the Nobel Institutes, and of sums required for all other 
purposes. 
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4. One- tenth of the net annual revenue from the General Fund 
is to be added to the capital ; and the interest on sums for prizes 
not awarded is also to be added to the capital till such sums have 
been returned to the General Fund or transferred to a special fund. 

(2) The Nobel Prizes. 

1 . The prizes are to be awarded as a rule annually. 

2. For a work to be admitted to compete for a prize it must have 
been printed and published. 

3. In order to be admitted to the competition, each work must be 
proposed in writing by some person or body of persons qualified to 
do so. Regulations denning the categories of persons qualified to 
propose works for the competitions are given below under the 
special regulations for the various sections. No person may propose 
his own work. 

4. Each proposal must be accompanied by the written works and 
documents on which the proposal is based, and by a written state- 
ment in support of the proposal. The corporate body with whom 
the award of a prize lies shall be dispensed from proceeding to a 
detailed examination of any proposal in the following cases : (1) If 
the proposal or works presented are not written either in one of the 
Scandinavian languages, or in English, French, German, or Latin ; 
(2) if the majority of the corporate body in question would be 
required, in order to appreciate the proposed work, to acquaint 
themselves jwith a memoir written in a language of which the 
interpretation would entail special difficulties or considerable 
expense. 

5. The proposals received from the previous 1st of February to 
the 1 st of February in each year shall be considered together. The 
will prescribes that prizes shall be awarded for work done " in the 
preceding year," but this expression is to be taken to mean " that 
the object of the awards shall be [as a rule] the most recent fruit of 
efforts in the fields designated in the will, but [that it may be] older 
work in [exceptional] cases where its importance has only recently 
been demonstrated." 

6. If no work be regarded as deserving of a prize in any section 
the amount of the prize is to be held over until the next year ; if 
the prize be not awarded then, the money may be either returned to 
the General Fund by the corporate body concerned or invested to 
form a special fund for the section, the income from which is to be 
used to promote the chief objects of the founder, otherwise than by 
the award of a prize. (See also under special funds, below.) In 
accordance with an agreement made with certain heirs of Nobel, 
referred to above, it is stipulated, for all future time, that in each 
section a prize shall be awarded at least once in each consecutive 

eriod of five years ; and that the value of the prize given shall not 
e less than sixty per cent. (60 %) of the total amouut available of 
the prize, and that it shall not be divided into more than three 
prizes. The present statutes provide that the amount of the prize 
may be equally divided between two works, both being judged 
worthy of the prize. 
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A prize may be awarded to the joint work of two or more collabo- 
rators. 

The corporate bodies are allowed to decide if prizes within their 
respective jurisdictions may or may not be awarded to an institution 
or a society. 

7. The four prizes for physics, chemistry, literature, and medicine 
will be awarded by the corporate bodies named in the will, after 
receiving a report in each case from a special committee, to be called 
a Nobel committee, and consisting of three or five members elected 
by the corporate body concerned. The " Peace " prize will be 
awarded by a commissoin of the Norwegian Storthing in accordance 
with the terms of the will. Members of the Nobel committees and 
of the commission of the Storthing may be of foreign nationality. 
In special cases the corporate bodies concerned may add to the 
Nobel committees additional members possessing special competence. 

Members of the Nobel committees may receive a suitable re- 
muneration for their work, to be fixed by the corporate body 
concerned. 

8. Against the decisions with regard to the award of prizes no 
appeal can be made. 

If in the deliberations with regard to the award any difference of 
opinion should arise, it shall neither be mentioned in the minutes 
01 the proceedings nor otherwise revealed in any way. 

9. A solemn assembly will be held on the 10th of December in each 
year, the anniversary of the death of the founder, at which the 
corporate bodies charged with the award of the prizes will publicly 
announce their decisions, and will present to each successful candi- 
date an order for the amount of his prize, a diploma, and a gold 
medal bearing the effigy of the donor, and an appropriate inscription. 

10. Each prizeman is bound, unless he is prevented from doing so 
{d moins d'empSchcmcnt), to deliver a public lecture on the subject of 
the work for which the prize was awarded. The lecture in the case 
of the first four prizes is to be delivered at Stockholm, in the case of 
the " Peace " prize at Christiania. 

II. — Special Regulations for the Section of Literature. 

1. The corporate body for the section is the Swedish Academy. 
According to the statutes, the term " literature " in the will is 

intended to apply not only to purely literary works, but to all other 
works possessing from their form and style literary value. 

The Nobel Prize in Literature. 

2. The following institutions and persons are to be entitled to 
nominate competitors for the prizes, in accordance with the statutes : 

(i.) Members of the Swedish Academy (referred to hereafter as 
" the Academy ") and members of the French Academy 
and the Spanish Academy, which resemble this Academy 
in their organization and aims. 

(ii.) Members of the literary sections of other Academies and 
members of literary societies similar to Academies. 

(iii.) University professors of aesthetics, literature, and history. 
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This regulation is to be published at least once every five years in 
an official journal or in one of the newspapers most widely read in 
the three Scandinavian countries and the principal countries of the 
civilized world. 

The Nobel Literary Institute. 

3. The institute will include an important library devoted chiefly 
to modern literature. The Academy will nominate a librarian, with 
one or more assistant librarians, and also a number of qualified 
literary assistants, titular and supernumerary, whose duty it will be 
to draw up reports on questions relating to the prize and on recent 
foreign literature, and to execute such translations of foreign works 
as may be required. 

The institute will be placed under the supervision of an inspector 
nominated by the King of Sweden, and under the immediate direc- 
tion of one of the members of the Academy nominated specially by 
this body. 

The Special Fund for Literature. 

4. The Academy has power to use the special fund to encourage, 
in accordance with the chief objects of the founder, all literary 
activity, in Sweden and abroad, of such kind as may be regarded 
as of importance to civilization, especially in the intellectual domain 
to which it is the duty of the Academy to devote its attention and 
care. (See below.) 

III. — The Corporate Bodies Mentioned in the Will of the 

Founder. 

The Royal Academy of Sciences {Kongl. Vetenskaps Akademien) of 
Stockholm was founded in 1739. Its present statutes bear the date 
July 13, 1850. Its object is to encourage the sciences, to aid in their 
development, and to spread scientific knowledge by means of 
printed publications. 

The King of Sweden is the patron of the Academy, which includes 
a hundred Swedish and Norwegian and seventy-five foreign 
members. The national members are divided into nine sections, as 
follows : 

I. Pure Mathematics. 
II. Applied Mathematics. 

III. Applied Mechanics. 

IV. Physical Sciences. 

V. Chemistry, Geology, and Mineralogy. 
VI. Botany and Zoology. 
VII. The Medical Sciences. 
VIII. Technology, Economics, and Statistics. 
IX. The Sciences and Scientific Professions generally. 

The president of the Academy is elected annually, and there are 
several other officers, including a perpetual secretary, whose especial 
business it is to manage the affairs of the Academy. 
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The Swedish Academy (Svenska Akademien) of Stockholm was 
founded on March 20, 1786, by Gustavus III., and at the same time 
received its statutes, which are still in force. It is devoted to litera- 
ture, including both prose and poetry ; and the chief object of the 
Academy is to labour for the purity, the vigour, and the elevation 
of the Swedish language, in scientific works, and especially in the 
various branches of poetry and prose, including those which serve 
for the interpretation of religious truths. It is the duty of the 
Academy to compile a dictionary and a grammar of the Swedish 
language, and to publish treatises tending to strengthen and develop 
literary taste (le bon gout). The Academy awards annual prizes for 
competitions in prose and poetry. The King is the patron of the 
Academy. The Academy includes eighteen members, who must be 
of Swedish nationality. The officers include a director, a chancellor, 
and a perpetual secretary. 

The Royal Caroline Institute of Medicine and Surgery (Kongl. 
Karolinska Medico-Kir urgisha Instituet) of Stockholm dates from 
the year 18 1 5. The statutes at present in force received the sanction 
of the King of Sweden on April 29, 1886. The Academy corresponds 
to a Faculty of Medicine, and has the same powers as the Faculties 
of Medicine in the Universities of Upsala and Lund. The institute 
carries on the theoretical and practical teaching of the medical 
sciences, and awards diplomas to medical students by examination. 

The direction and administration of the institute are in the hands 
of a Rector, elected by the College of Professors from among the 
members. The present number of professors is thirty-three. 

The Norwegian Storthing is the Legislative Assembly of Norway. 
It is elected indirectly by universal suffrage triennially. It consists 
of 114 members. 



The first prize awarded for Literature under the above conditions 
was given, in 1901, to M. Sully Prudhomme. It was not until 
January, 1902, nearly two years after the promulgation of the said 
conditions, that steps were taken, on the invitation of the Swedish 
Academy, for the due representation of English letters. A Com- 
mittee was then appointed by the Incorporated Society of Authors, 
composed of the following gentlemen : Chairman : The Right Hon. 
The Lord Avebury, P.C., D.C.L., LL.D., F.R.S. Members : Arthur 
Christopher Benson, M.A., F.R.H.S. ; Austin Dobson, LL.D. ; 
Richard Garnett, C.B., LL.D. ; Sir Robert Giffen, K.C.B., F.R.S. ; 
Edmund Gosse, M.A., LL.D. ; Mrs. John Richard Green ; The 
Right Hon. R. B. Haldane, M.P., LL.D., K.C. ; Thomas Hardy. 
Secretary : G. Herbert Thring. This Committee, acting in concert 
with all other persons and bodies in Great Britain qualified to vote, 
awarded the prize in 1902 to Theodor Mommsen, for his great work 
in connection with Roman History. The award in respect of the 
year 1903 was made to Bjornstcrnc Bjornson; and in 1904 was 
divided between Freddrique Mistral, the Provencal poet, and Jose 
Echegaray, the Spanish dramatist. The award for 1905 is not 
published at the time of going to press.

If it is actually a necessity that a work must 
be corrected when in type, and the amount of 
these alterations is likely to upset the arrange- 
ment of the lines and pages, it is best to ask 
for proofs in " galley " or slip form. This 
means a little more trouble to the printer, but 
it will probably cause less expense in the long 
run. 

In marking corrections for the printer certain 
signs and symbols are used which express more 
concisely the meaning than could be indicated 
by a more ordinary method of marking the 
alterations. We give on the opposite page the 
principal characters used : that page showing 
the corrections as they would be marked by a 
skilled person ; this, the facing page, the type 
corrected according to these directions ; and 
the page overleaf the signs explained in detail. 

In making a correction in a proof always 
mark the wrong letter or word through, and 
insert the alteration in the margin, not in 
the middle of the printed matter, as it is apt 
to be overlooked if there is no marginal reference 
to the correction.

BIBLIOGRAPHICAL AND TYPOGRAPHICAL TERMS 

IN MORE GENERAL USE 

Books are defined respectively as folio, quarto (4to), octavo 
(8vo), duodecimo (i2mo), sextodecimo (i6mo), octodecimo 
(i8mo), vigesimo-quarto (241110), trigesimo-secundo (32mo), 
etc. These definitions are arrived at by the number of 
times a sheet is folded ; for instance, a folio would be two 
leaves to the sheet, a quarto four leaves, and so on. Some- 
times it is difficult to distinguish, say, an octavo from a 
quarto ; but if it is printed on a laid paper, the water-lines 
that run at intervals through the sheet (not to be confused 
with the smaller and closer wire-marks of the sheet) will 
determine this. The water-lines on a folio, octavo, and 
octodecimo would be perpendicular ; on a quarto, duo- 
decimo, and sextodecimo, horizontal. The signatures or 
letters placed at the foot of the first, and sometimes the 
third, page also serve as a guide to identification. 

Advance sheets or copies. Printed in advance for simul- 
taneous publication elsewhere, or for preliminary 
notices. 

Ampersand. The abbreviation or sign for the word 
" and " : thus, & (roman), & (italic), & (black-letter). 

Antiqua. A German expression for Roman types. 

Bastard title. The fly- or half-title before the full title of the 
work. 

Black-letter. A general expression used to indicate old 

English text or church type. 
Block. A general term used as embracing woodcut, electro, 

or zinco.

Body of the work. The text or subject-matter is thus 
described to distinguish it from the preliminary, 
appendix, or notes. 

Broadside. A sheet printed on one side only. 

Calendered paper. Paper very highly rolled or glazed, much 
used for printing illustrated books or magazines. 

Cast off. To calculate or estimate length of copy to be 
printed — a troublesome task in uneven or badly- 
written MS. 

Clarendon. A bold or fat-faced type is generally thus 

described. The older founts were called " Egyptian." 
Clerical errors. Mistakes in copying MS. 
Cliche'. French term for a cast, usually applied to stereo 

or electro duplicates. 
Collate. To run through the sheets of a book to see if the 

signatures are in sequence. 
Colophon. An inscription or tail-piece, usually a printer's 

imprint, at the end of a book. 
Cut edges. A book which has been cut on the three sides 

is said to have cut edges. 
Cut-in notes. Side-notes which are inserted within the 

text at the side instead of in the margin. 
Deckle. The raw rough edge of handmade paper is thus 

termed. 

Dummy copy. A copy generally made up of blank leaves 
to represent the actual bulk of a work not quite com- 
plete. 

End leaves or papers. The blank fly-leaves at either end 
of a book. 

Fly-title. The half-title in front of the general title, or 
which divides sections of a work. «. 

Folio. A sheet of paper folded in two leaves only. 

Fore-edge. The outer side of a book (distinct from the head 
or tail) when folded. < 

Format. The bibliographical term for size and shape of a 
book. 

Fount. This term is applied to the whole number of letters 
constituting a complete set of types of any particular 
class of face or body. 

Fractur. A German expression for their text or black-letter 
characters.

Half-bound. Books partly bound in leather, with cloth or 
paper sides. 

Half-title. The sub-title in front of the full title. 
Heads. A term applied to the margins at the tops of the 
pages.

The set-off of ink from one sheet to another, the 

result of insufficient drying or bad ink. 
Preliminary. Any matter coming before the text of a 

work : title, preface, contents, etc. 
Proof. A trial print of any forme of type, plates, or blocks. 
Pulls. A term generally applied to proofs. 
Quarto. A sheet folded into four leaves ; shortly : 4to. 
Quire. Twenty- four sheets. Books in sheets, that is, not 

bound, are said to be in quires. 
Quotes. A printer's term for turned commas (") and apos- 
trophes ("), placed respectively at the beginning and 

end of quoted matter. 
Ream. Twenty quires. A printer's ream is 516 sheets ; 

handmade and drawing papers sometimes 472, 480, or 

509 sheets. 
Recto. The right-hand pages of any work. 
Rubricated. Printed in red ink. 

Serif. The fine line on the top and bottom of a letter, as 

in H. Sanserif thus : H. 
Set-off. Where the ink sets off from one sheet to another. 
Shoulder notes. Marginal notes placed at the top corner of 

the page. 
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Signature. The letter or figure at the foot of the first page 

of a sheet to guide the binder in folding ; also used by 

printers to identify any particular sheet. 
Size copy. A thickness or dummy copy [q.v.]. 
Slips. Applied to matter not made up into pages, but 

pulled as proofs in long slips. 
Small capitals The smaller capitals (as distinct from the 

full capitals), thus : Standing. Indicated in MS. by 

two strokes (=) underneath. 
Standing. Type not distributed after printing is said to 

be " standing." 
Stereotypes. Casts of pages of types, etc., in metal, either 

by " plaster " or paper " process. 
Superior letters and figures. Small letters cast at the top of 

the shoulder of type, used for references or abbrevia- 
tions, thus : 1 * 8 M r N°. 
Swash letters. Seventeenth-century italic capitals, with 

tails and flourishes, thus : fM , etc. 
Tails. The bottoms or tail ends of pages. 
Turned commas. Used at the beginning of quoted matter, 

thus, " — and followed at the end by . Sometimes 

called " inverted commas." 
Typography. The art or style of printing from movable 

letters. 

Uncut edges. Books not cut down, but not necessarily 
" unopened." 

Unopened edges. Applied to books the edges of which have 

not been opened. 
Verso. The obverse or back of a leaf, the reverse of 

" recto " [q.v.]. 
Wrong fount. Letters of a different character or series 

mixed with another fount.

*Ferro-print. Ferro-gallic and ferro-prussiate. Prints 

made from salts of iron sensitizers, principally used 

for plans and copying tracings in blue or black lines. 
*Glyptotype. A print produced by the Woodbury- type 

process transferred to plate paper. 
Half-tint blocks. See Tint blocks. 
Half -tone blocks. See Tint blocks. 
*Heliotype. A process of collotype printing. 
India proofs. An impression on China, Japan, or India 

paper, from an engraved plate. 
*Intaglio, sunk or hollowed. An etched plate having sunk 

lines or picture. 
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*Lichtdruck. Collotype.

producing type blocks in relief. 
^Lithography. Printing from stone with ink specially 
prepared.

* Photo-lithography. The process of printing from stone 

by means of a photographic transfer. 
Photo-zinco. A photo-etched type block. 
Process blocks. Blocks produced by a photo - etching 
process. 

Process work. Work produced by a photo - etching 
process. 

Relief printing, (a) Printing from type-blocks, (b) printing 

letters or designs in relievo.
